GOVERNMENT RELUCTANT TO TAKE OVER TEXACO DESPITE OIL SQUEEZE

PORT-OF-SPAIN, Trinidad, (CANA) — Trinidad and 


Tobago has 
precipitated 


to feel the revenue squeeze 
a depressed world petroleum market, 


as well as declining domestic production and refining. 

Crude oil production here is now down from 230 000 
barrels a day in 1980 to a current 186 000 barrels, ac- 
cording to the Guardian newspaper, while refining at 
the American Texaco plant, is now at 110 000 barrels. 


The refinery originally had 
the capacity to turn out 350 000 
barrels daily, but instead of an 
anticipated pick-up, industry 
officials are pointing to the 
possibility that output could 
even drop below the current 
level. , 

The Oilfields Workers Trade 
Union ‘OWTU), which 
represents the thousands of 
industry's workers, is finding 
the Texaco situation par- 
ticularly distressing, because 
hundreds of jobs are now on 
the line due to a slash in the 
tompany’s operations. 

The union is at the same 
time deadlocked with the 
company over wage increases 
for the Texaco staffers. In 
view of the serious state of 
affairs, the union is calling on 
government “to take over’’ 
Texaco from its American 
owners, a move it feels 
might alleviate the situation. 

But the government, which 
once had made an approach to 
Texaco to buy over its assets, 
is now apparently reluctant to 
take the step. The Guardian 


quoted government sources as . 


saying that to make the move, 
government would only be 
doing Texaco a favour. 

The sources also said 
government was not in- 
terested in any _ substantial

investment ‘at ‘this time that’ 
would eat away at its 
declining income and that it 
did not want to be faced with 
the problem of finding 
markets for the products. ~ 

The government believes 
the best way out was the move 
announced in Parliament 
recently by Prime Minister 
George Chambers — the 
appointment of a. ministerial 
committee to hold talks with 
Texaco executives on the 
future role of the company in 
Trinidad’ and Tobago’s 
economy. 

One of the avenues that may 
be opened up for the govern-., 
ment in the discussions, it was 
pointed out, was the 
possibility of utilising the 
spare capacity of the Texaco 
refinery, rather than entering 
into any massive investment 
imrespect to the u ding of 
the stateowned TRINTOC 
retinery. 

Already, it ‘s known that 
Lummus Nederland (Com- 
bustion Engine€ring) has been 
appointed managing con- 
tractor for the major 
upgrading of the refinery at 
Port Fortin. 

But the government may 
want to ponder whether it is 
wise to proceed with such 
heavy investment at this time,

TRINIDAD-TOBAGO, BRAZIL TALKS FOCUS ON COOPERATION 


Text of Communique

[Text] THE FOREIGN 


Ministers of Trinidad 
and Tobago and Brazil 
have reaffirmed the 
respect of their re- 
spective countries 
from the principles of 
justice and _ interna- 
tional law, 6 gre 
those principles whic 
refer to the equality 
of states. 

This point was 
underscored in a joint 
communique at the 
end of an official visit 
to Port of Spain by a 
Brazilian delegation 
headed by its Foreign 
Minister, Ramiro 
Saraiva Guerreiro. 

Dr. Basil Ince, 
Trinidad and Tobago’s 
Foreign Minister, was 
at the helm of this 
country’s team. 

Following is the full 
text of the joint 
communique 


With respect to the inter- 
national situation, the two 
Ministers emphasised the 
importance of fully 
resp-cting the purposes, 
and principles of the 
Charter of the Organisation 
of the United Nations, 
which was seen as an 
indispensable basis for the 
conduct of international re- 
lations and for the 
promotion of harmonious 
relations among states. 
They re-affirmed their con 


fidence in the UN as an in- 
strument to foster peace, 
international security. and 
the economic and social de- 
velopment of nations. 

In analysing’ the 
international situation 
both Ministers stressed 
their Government's 
concern at the increased 
tensions exisiting in various 
parts of the world. In this 
context, they examined 
specific points such as the 
North-South dialogue, the 
reduction of nuclear 
armaments and situations 
of regional tension, 
particularly in Latin 
America, in Southern Africa 
and in the Middle East. 


The Ministers reaffirmed 


the respect of their 
countries for the principles 
of justice and international 
law, especially those 
principles which refer to the 
ge | of states, the 
right of self-determination 
of peoples and non- 
intervention by states in 
the internal affairs of 
others. 
The 
reiterated their firm 
commitment to the 
peaceful settlement of all 
international disputes, 
either bilateral or 
through regional or 
International 
organisations. 


With respect to the 
North-South dialogue, the 
Ministers stressed the need 
for the early launching of 
the global negotiations and 
reaffirmed their adherence 
_to the view that highly 
inaustrialised countries 
should give special and more

favourable treatment to 
developing countries in all ; 
areas of their trade 
relationships. 

With reference to the 
questions relating to the 
law of the sea, they 
reaffirmed their belief that 
all countries have the 
sovereign right to protect 
and freely dispose of their 
natural resources in order 
to guarantee their 
economic development and 
the progress and well-being 
of their populations. They 
agreed that the resources 
of the sea adjacent to their 
coasts, over which they 
exercise permanent 
sovereignty, should be care- 
fully exploited in accord- 


ance with their 
geographical, geological, 
and ecological peculiarities, 


bearing in mind the need for 
proper conservation and 
Management of the 
resources of the sea, the 
seabead and the subsoil 
thereof. In this regard, they 
reaffirmed their continued 
support for the text of the 
new Convention on the Law 
of the Sea recently adopted 
at the UN headquarters by 
the Third United Nations 
Conference on the Law of 
the Sea. : 
Both Ministers pointed 
out the necessity for 
establishing conditions 
which will facilitate the -~ 
transfer of appropriate 
technology from developed 
to developing countries, and 
they declared their belief in 
the importance of 
stimulating research, and 
of creating and adapting 
technology appropriate to 








their stage of development 
and to the circumstances of 
each country. 

As far as bilateral 
relations are concerned, 
both Ministers reviewed 
the results already 
achieved in the relations be- 
tween Brazil and Trinidad 
and Tobago. They also 
identified areas of common 
interest to be explored for 
the furtherance of bilateral 
co-operation, especially in 
the context of the second 
meeting of the Brazil 

Trinidad and Tobago 
Mixed Commission, which 
was re-convened by the two 
Ministers. — 

Still, within the scope of 
bilateral relatijns, they 
acknowledged the necessity 
of increasing and 
averseyas to the highest 
possible degree their 
mutual trade, as well as the 
forms of economic & 
technical co-operation. 

Both Ministers welcomed 
the reconvening of the 
Mixed Commission and 
agreed that it should meet 
reguieriy, at least once 
year umernabely in 
and Tobago and in Brazil.

Mixed Commission Efforts

[Text] PORT-OF-SPAIN, Trinidad, Tuesday, (CANA)--Achievements in mutual co-op- 
eration between Trinidad and Tobago and Brazil have led the Brazilian Govern- 
ment to anticipate "a promising future for relations between our two countries," 


Brazil's Minister of State for External Relations, Ramiro Savaiva Guerreiro, 
has said. 


He made the statement at the opening session of a meeting of the Trinidad- 
Brazil Mixed Commission at Riverside Plaza in Port-of-Spain. 


"As we review our trade and economic accomplishments," he said, "we find sig- 
nificant examples of the co-operation that can be carried out by developing 
countries in particular in the areas of mining and the steel industry. 


“Our co-operation in the engineering field has also produced satisfactory re- 
sults as shown by the twc research processing plant and the latter to a paper 
mill, both to be established in Trinidad and Tobago." 


The Brazilian minister also mentioned that the fishing agreement signed by the 


two countries in 1978 was producing its first concrete joint "venture results 
with a ship-leasing contract" 

















"In general, all our mutual accomplishments have been marked by growth and 
diversification For example, our trade exchange more than doubled in the past 
10 years," he said. "These achievements have led the Brazilian Government to 
anticipate a promising future for the relations between our countries." 


He also announced the establishment of a direct air link between Trinidad and 
Tobago and Brazil by a Brazilian airline The airline which he did not name, 
is expected to be Varig. 


The minister also spoke of technical agreements in the oil extraction business 
where Brazil's petrobras and Trinidad and Tobago's TRINTOC (Trinidad and 
Tobago Oil Company) have been involved, and the cultural agreement signed in 


1971. 


"There is still much to be done in the cultural and scientific fields," he 
said. 


Eldon Warner, general manager of the Industrial Development Corporation (IDC), 
which is handling the soya bean processing plant and the paper mill projects, 
has disclosed that they are still in the planning stages and feasibility stud- 
ies were now being carried out. 


He said an investment decision on the soya bean project is expected to be made 
at the end of the first quarter of 1983, but the paper mill study is less 
advanced. 


Trinidad and Tobago's Foreign Minister, Dr. Basil Ince, said there was con- 
siderable potential for future co-operation between Trinidad and Tobago and 
Brazil in the development of energy-based industries in this country. 


After outlining Trinidad and Tobago's commitment in the steel, fertiliser and 
ammonia industries, Dr. Ince commented that he knew Brazil had travelled that 


path already. 


"Trinidad and Tobago does not have all the expertise or the technology required 
for the implementation of the several programmes which we have envisaged," 
he said. 


"Considerable potential may well exist, theretore, for future co-operation 
in those areas between our two countries." 


It was in that context that Trinidad and Tobago viewed the Mixed Commission 
"as a vehicle for the exchange of information and expertise, and the promotion 


of trade and commerce," he added. 


"Just as there is much that Brazil has to offer Trinidad and Tobago as we im- 
plement our development objectives, in the same way, we feel that there may 
be many areas in which Trinidad and Tobago" can reciprocate." 


The Mixed Commission was established in 1971 during the visit to Trinidad of 
the former Brazilian Minister of External Relations, Gibson Balbosa; but only 
one meeting was held after--eight years ago.

In spite of this, Dr. Ince said in time "the contacts between our two countries 
have increased and our relations have grown stronger." 


Hs said the reconvening of the Mixed Commission was "an expression of the de- 
sire of the Government of Trinidad and Tobago to revitalise the mechanism for 
our co-operative endeavours." 


He described the Mixed Commission as "a useful mechanism and an excellent 


forum for finding solution to impediments to the flow of trade, and for iden- 
tifying new areas for mutually beneficial co-operation."

FECAMCO SUGGESTS MEASURES TO REACTIVATE ECONOMY 
Guatemala PRENSA LIBRE in Spanish 4 Jul 82 pp 7, 28 


[Text] The Federation of Chambers of Commerce of the Central American 
Isthmus, FECAMCO, has requested the area governments not to take economic 
policy measures, such as price controls, which might discourage private 
investments and arouse a lack of confidence among entrepreneurs. 


Yesterday, at the end of their meeting in Guatemala, FECAMCO issued two 
recommendations to the Central American governments suggesting means for 
coping with the economic crisis in the isthmus. 


While requesting that no interventionist economic measures be taken, FECAMCO 
also asked the governments to avoid destabilizing monetary measures, such as 
the growth of bureaucracy, which result in the issuance of currency without 
backing. 


The FECAMCO recommendations, which are summarized in two documents which 
were delivered to PRENSA LIBRE by Jonas Vasquez, manager of the Guatemalan 
Chamber of Commerce, state first that economic reactivation in Central 
America is possible only if conditions of trust and security are provided 
investors. 


Another prerequisite for accomplishing this objective, according to FECAMCO, 
is to reduce public expenditures as much as possible so as to avoid budget 
deficits which require the issuance of currency without backing which results 
in inflationary pressures, thus increasing the cost of living and 
destabilizing the monetary system. 





Central American businessmen consider it essential to stimulate productive 
economic activity in the various fields of the private sector (agriculture, 
trade, industry and services) which should be planned as the only means 

for producing greater wealth, for avoiding an increase in unemployment and 
improving the standard of living of the people of the area. 


FECAMCO went on to say that in those countries where there are multiple 
monetary exchange rates, a single exchange rate should be established on 
the basis of the market forces, and the export of traditional and nontradi- 
tional products should be adequately stimulated to avoid a deficit in the 
balance of payments. 











FECAMCV is asking for the reactivation of the Central American Common Market 
by solving the problems which obstruct free trade such as payments problems, 
border customs problems and other problems existing at present. 


The federation also requests that the economic authorities in each country, 
before formulating its economic policy, make use of mechanisms for consulta- 
tion with private enterprise regarding regulations and measures having to do 
with monetary and fiscal aspects of the economy. 


Other Proposals 


In another part of their recommendations FECAMCO warns that there are 
certain definite causes of inflation in the area which causes an increase 
in prices of goods and services. The governments have tried to solve this 
problem by limiting profit margins and establishing price controls. This 
has resulted in shortages of products and the discouragement of production 
and investment which is followed by unemployment, so FECAMCO agrees: 


First: To urge the Central American isthmus governments, in defense of the 
consumers, to stop establishing systems to control profit margins and 
prices and instead to promote and stimulate production and productivity 

so that goods will reach the consumers at reasonable prices as a result 

of healthy competition. 


Second: To offer every possible form of cooperation to eliminate the true 
causes of inflation, which in the end is the main cuase of the rising cost 
of Living.

GUATEMALA SCORES BELIZE'S PLAN TO ACCEPT HAITIANS

[Text] There have been several press reports during the last few days 

on the preparations being made in Belize to settle in that territory about 
2,500 Haitian refugees. These are emigrants from Haiti whom the American 
authorities have detained for some time because they do not have documents 
and others from the same country who may arrive in the future. The Govern- 
ment of Belize plans to give them lands and facilities for cultivating them 
in the Moho River area, Toledo District, very near the borders of Izabal 

and El Peten Departments. This is a clearly hostile act toward Guatemala 
which obstructs and delays the negotiations which we are attempting to reopen 
with Great Britain. It is another deliberate attempt on the part of the 
Belize Government to prevent the solution of the Anglo-Guatemalan territorial 
dispute. By this measure, they also seek to endanger the stability and 
security of the area. The plan is a provocation in that they are bringing 
in the settlers to areas which are very near Guatemala and in which the 
population is of Guatemalan Maya-Kekchi origin. In the Toledo District 
there are many Guatemalan inhabitants or persons closely linked to Guatemala 
by family ties and interests. This is clearly the case both for the Mayans 
and Kekchis as well as for the mestizos and Carib Indians of Punta Gorda 

and other villages, such as Livingston and Puerto Barrios. The insinuation 
that this project will help integrate or complement the races is not true 
since the Haitians are ethnically very different from the natives or the 
Carib Indians. Nor do they have anything to do with the families of Hindu 
descent who live in Toledo.

ATTACKS ON FISHERMEN--CEDROS fishermen have reported that they were attacked 
by Venezuelan border patrols in the Gulf of Paria. The incident took place 

on July 22, a week after the Trinidad-Tobago/Venezuela Fishing Commission rat- 
ified an agreement allowing the fishermen to operate outside of the special 
zone. Boat captain Arjune Seetaram was beaten and is at home recuperating, 

one of the fishermen said. The fishermen said they were intercepted by a 
Guardia Nacional in an area close to Soldado Rock. The guards beat them and 
ordered that they jump into the sea. The fishermen said they went on their 
knees and begged to be saved from the ordeal. Over the past week, Icacos and 
Cedros fishermen with and without permits have been staying away from Venezue- 
lan waters. At the mixed fish commission talks in Port of Spain, it was agreed 
that fishermen from Trinidad and Venezuela could operate in certain areas with- 
out molestation. Fishermen said they have been unable to obtain information 

on the recent talks and the representatives from the area, not chosen from

SUGAR ASSIST FOR BARBADOS--BARBADOS will again benefit this year from the in- 
ability of Trinidad and Tobago to fulfil its quota of sugar to the European 
Economic Community (EEC). Trinidad's shortfall was announced at the meeting 
earlier this month of theboard of directors of the Sugar Association of the 
Caribbean (SAC), held at the Barbados Hilton. Trinidad and Tobago had a short- 
fall of some 20 000 tonnes in its quota delivery for July 1, 1981, to June 30, 
1982, resulting from abnormally heavy rains and high incidence of fires. The 
portion of the shortfall and its value to Barbados has not yet been disclosed, 
but last year Barbados was reallocated 7 727 tonnes of sugar worth some $3 
million. A press release from the Barbados Sugar Producers’ Association (BSPA), 
yesterday said that the SAC meeting recorded the board of directors' regret 
over the circumstances which militated against the fulfi-ment by Trinidad and 
Tobago of its quota obligation. However, it expressed the hope that the EEC 
would consider favourably Trinidad's force majeure claim which would ensure 
that the country's quota would not be adversely affected. It was noted that 
those countries allowed to make up the shortfall received a price for such 
reallocated sugar considerably in excess of the price which they would have 
obtained if such sugar was sold on the world market.

$10.5 million contract for their 
workers last evening, ending 
nine months of — stormy 
negotiations with the workers’ 
union. 

But the signing ceremony at 
the Ministry of Labour was 
bittersweet. 

Even before the contract 
was signed, General Manager 
Robert Bartlett indicated that 
the Corporation would deduct 
money from the workers pay 
imcreases for a job walk-off 
that took place in March. 

Communications union 
leader Charies Bethel protested 
that the worker's pay had 
alseady been cut for walking 

Off the job and that. .the 
cogtract made no provision for 
a further deduction out of the 
new pay rises. 

The pay increase — a 23 per 
cent across the board raise for 
a three-year period — is 
retroactive to last October 
when the old contract expired. 

This latest conflict between 
management and the union 
indicates the likelihood of 
future industrial action by the 
union should management cut 
their worker’s pay. 

Keith Archer, deputy leader 
of the union, called 
management's threat to deduct 
money from the worker’s pay 
increase “insane.” 





THE MANAGEMENT of - 
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Before the contract was 
signed, Mr _ Bartlett was 
accussed of changing five 
points of the contract that has 
already been agreed on. They 
included lunch allowances, 
injury on the job, discipline 
and transportation allowances. 
Mr Bartlett eventually gave in. 

Batelco workers are to 
receive their pay increases and 
back-pay at the end of the 
month. The 23 per cent across’ 
the board increase represents a 
$140 pay increase ‘for 
everybody for the next three 
years, Mr Bethel said. 


In addition to the pay 


’ increase, workers are to get a 


five per cent housing allowance 
and persons who haven't 
received a merited pay increase 
from 1973 to March of this 
year will get a $50 “special 
allowance’”’ bonus 

Vacation benefits have also 
been improved. with persons” 
who have been working at the 
Corporation for 12 years now 
entitled to a 25-day vacation. 
Previously, employees of 17 
years were allowed a 23-day 
vacation.

NATIONAL BANK, WITH NO PROFITS, WILL HAVE TO TRIM STAFF 
Adams Remarks to House 
Bridgetown THE NATION in English 28 Jul 82 p l 


[Text] THE 400-plus staff of the Barbados National Bank (BNB) will be cut 
by at least ten percent. 


This was announced yesterday in the House of Assembly by Prime Minister Tom 
Adams in his introduction to the bill amending the Barbados National Bank Act. 


Adams said the BNB had not made a profit since it ahd been set up in 1978, 
and the time had now come to Government to see how “some of the fat can be 
trimmed". 


He said that at the end of the BNB's first year of operation, it had lost 
$155 000, which jumped to $473 000 in 1979, and $576 000 in 1980. He said 
the 1981 figures had not yet been prepared but they "were even greater". 


The Prime Minister said the total expenses of the BNB had risen from $2.5 
million in 1978 to over $10 million at the end of 1981, and it was "an impos- 
sible situation for the Ministry of Finance to sustain". 


Adams added it was Government's policy that self-sustaining statutory corpora- 
tions should be given a free hand regarding their operations, especially in 
the area of hiring, but "the system under which the bank (BNB) was asked to 
operate, did not make for restraint", and salaries costs had risen from $1.5 
million in 1978 to $5.6 million in 1981. 


He said: "Staff costs will fall at the BNB," noting there would "be at least 
a ten percent reduction in staff" and the "posts to go have been identified". 


Adams added: "Redundancy payments will be given to those officers who no 
longer have places in the bank's operations." 


He stated that compared with the staffing levels of other Government statutory 
corporations, the BNB staff had risen by a "percentage too horrifying to con- 
template," with the result that the BNB's head office "has more staff than 

all the head offices of the other banks in Bridgetown". 
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The Prime Minister did not go into specifics of cuts in the BNB staff structure, 
but noted that the system of a president and vice-presidents, would be abol- 
ished, including that of special projects officer. 

Impact of Sugar Losses

The route the planes take 
from oe ‘s capital city 
Addis Abbaba, include stops 
at Lagos, Nigeria, proceeding 
to San Salvador and then to 
Barbados for a one-hour 
‘technical stop’’. After 
Barbados, the planes fly to 
Cuba. 

On the return flight, the 
Ethiopian aircraft leave Cuba 
for Barbados, then*move on to 
San Salvador and then to 
Addis Abbaba. 

When asked about the 
flights a Civil Aviation official 
said: ‘“‘As far as I am con- 
cerned this is not the first 
airline to have been granted 
permission to make technical 
stops here. All I know is that 
the application by the airlines 
was made and we have ap- 
proved it. It is true that they 
go on to Cuba, but from an 
aviation point of view, there is 
nothing to say that anything is 
fishy,’ he said.

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FUNDS TO SUGAR INDUSTRY FOR PAYING DEBTS, EXPLAINS ADAMS 
Bridgetown ADVOCATE-NEWS in English 28 Jul 82 p 1 


[Text] Most of the $20 million which Government will advance to the sugar 
industry will be paid into the Barbados National Bank (BNB) to settle the out- 
standing debts of several of the island's sugar estates. 


This was told to the House of Assembly yesterday by Prime Minister Mr. Tom 
Adams who disclosed that out of the 110 sugar estates to which the Bank had 
loaned money, 68 were unable to pay their debts. 


The Prime Minister :aid that this situation was causing the BNB to suffer 
losses since out of the $208 million which the Bank advanced last year, $76 
million went to the sugar industry. 


He disclosed that the Bank would be moving to ensure the fullest possible prvu- 
tection over advances made to the sugar industry in the future. 


He said that when the Barbados Agricultural Credit Bank was in existence, there 
had been protection over every aspect of the industry by the BNB had gone with- 
out such protection for its first four years. 


"After discussions, we have come to the conclusion that the interest of the 
people of Barbados demands that this Bank has the best possible security pos- 
sible over the sugar industry. If this Bank is to make such large loans, it 
must have the fullest possible protection over its advances," he said. 


He added that the Bank was unlikely to move into a profit position unless it 
isolated its sugar accounting from its other accounting. 


Mr. Adams said that there would be a formula for those estates which would 
vet cash from the Barbados Sugar Factories Limited and this would be aimed 
at increased sugar production. 


lf the estates which got the money were able to show substantially increased 
sugar production within two years, the loan would be converted into a grant, 

he said. If, however, they were unable to do this, interest rates on the loans 
would be increased. 
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Mr. Adams said it was hoped that the funds raised would be in sufficient quan- 
tity to allow the BNB to make cultivating and planting loans available later 
this year and to make some harvesting loans available next year.

ROLE OF KEY FIGURES IN EXECUTIVE BRANCH 
Sao Paulo O ESTADO DE SAO PAULO in Portuguese 18 Jul 82 p 4 
[Article by Carlos Chagas: "The Unstable Tripod of Power in Planalto"] 


[Text] Leitado de Abreu, chief of the Civil Office of the Presidency; 
Octavio Medeiros, chief of the SNI [National Intelligence Service]; and 
Delfim Netto, minister of planning, form the tripod on which the government 
of Gen Joao Figueiredo rests. They represent the group through which the 
executive power is exercised in the country. In the background, slowly and 
gradually withdrawing,are the military, who have apparently decided to move 
from the stage to the wings and no longer bear responsibility for the 
nation's difficulties. Below, at the first level, are the ministries and 
public administration, notably the technocracy. In the middle, and hence 
suffering the squeeze, are the politicians of the PDS, parliamentarians and 
governors. Beneath them are representatives of certain social sectors, 
businessmen, class leaders, former military men and former politicians. 
Finally, at the bottom of everything, is the nation. 


The executive power is exercised by the president for the nation through 
this tripod, 3 years and 4 months after Figueiredo assumed office. This is 


a variable mechanism, set up by Figueiredo on 15 March 1979. Both the methods 


and the individuals have changed. Positions and mentalities have changed. 
Issues and conflicts have been renewed. It would be unjust not to mention 
that, although shaky, the good intentions remain, signalled at the top by 
the chief of state. 


The biggest objective of the group which has the power is to hold on to it, 
no matter what heads roll or rise. 


The tripod constitutes, if not the essence, at least the factual structure 
of the power of the state. Its balance is unstable because its three shafts 
or columns differ in context, form and color, and also because each one 
would Like to provide a little more support than the others for the summit 
where the president rests. These three columns or shafts are also subject 
to shifting bases and to the force of the winds, including those perhaps 
generatea by the retreating backdrop. In short, they are geometrically out 
of kilter. 
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Lcitao de Abreu manages public administration, supervising the work of the 
ministries, except for the military ministries and the ministry of planning, 
although he often competes for or shares the same space with the latter. 

le also handles the political-institutional coordination of the government 
and is jealous about sharing it with anyone else, particularly his two 
colleagues. His actions are characterized by a deep legalistic sense, even 
though, as he conceives it, the law also serves as a tool for the preser- 
vation of power by those who hold it. He is criticized for this by his 
adversaries, but also by some "allies," for precisely opposite reasons, 
that is, because in many cases he holds in check and will not permit forays 
or casuistic alterations in the law, beyond current practice. 


Octavio Medeiros heads the intelligence community, increasingly a government 
within the government, a curious multidimensional machine which long ago 
moved from an advisory to an executive function. The SNI extends its 
influences or spreads out in search of influence, reaching virtually every 
sector of national life. It arouses apprehension as it produces grimaces. 


Delfim Netto goes to any length to carry out the impossible mission of 
controlling the inflationary spiral and reducing the impact of the economic- 
financial crisis without bringing on a recession and impeding development. 

He clings to credibility abroad, which he has, as compensation for the 
domestic credibility which he has lost. The ineffectiveness of his policy 

has not yet eroded _he channel of power which he exercises, but has interrupted 
its growth. The minister has not managed to expand it further, as he would 
like. He still has prestige, however. 


Once There Was a Maestro 


At the beginning of this administration and even for some months before the 
fall of Gen Golbery do Couto e Silva, the structure was different. In 
addition to orchestrating public administration and coordinating the 
political-institutional sector, in this instance in tandem with Minister 
Petronio Portella while he was alive, the former chief of the Civil Ofiice 
acted as a kind of major domo or subcommander of the country, assuming it 
to be like any army base commanded by Joao Figueiredo. Ironically, he did 
not involve himself with military issues, strictly speaking, such as 
promotions and appointments, but he continued to play a part in national 
security problems. After all, his origins permitted this involvement and 
it was even because of an incident linked to the sector--Riocentro--that 
he finally left the government. The "devilish Doctor Go," as they called 
him, also moved into the economic field because of his knowledge, his 
orientation and his contacts in the world of national and international 
finance. He was, then, an isolated or intermediate column supporting 

the summit, larger and more solid than the others. 





With the fall of Golbery, the group began to change and assume its present 
characteristics, those of a tripod, which no one supposes are definitive. 
Hence the reference to its instability. It is said that Gen Octavio Medeiros, 
at odds with the former minister not only over Riocentro but also over other 
issues, thought he could extend his influence, not downward, where it was 
already immense, but upward, closer to the president. Finally the place of 
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subcommander was open. On his side he had, and still has, the support of 
Gen Danilo Venturini, chief of the Military Household, who is not presisely 
a leg or column (otherwise there would be four of them and it would not be 
a tripod but something resembling a dinner table). However, Medeiros came 
up against the firmness, polish and experience of Minister Leitao de Abreu, 
who, without venturing into the others' territory, holds his own even more 
firmly than Golbery. 


Leitao Coordinates Political Work 


Leitao de Abreu does not deal with items of national security or the army and 
involves himself very little in the economy, except as it conflicts or is 
enmeshed with social affairs, but he will not allow his colleagues to 
interfere in political coordination or the formulation of institutional 
solutions. He ceremoniously calls everyone "sir," and receives the same 
treatment, but he does not let down his guard, to the point that personnel 
in the Military Household and the SNI today grumble that "things were better 
in Golbery's day," because they were always heard out and consulted on 
political-institutional strategy. Somewhat sarcastically, they call the 
Civil Office the “bunker, although they have been able, as Golbery is still 
able, to infiltrate some agents known in modern spy literature as "moles." 


The word is not used in the pejorative sense in this case, but serves to 
designate individuals whom Leitao would like to replace but does not, 
because they are supported by the SNI and the Military Household, entrenched 
in his citadel. The best example is Inocencio Martires Coelho, attorney 
general of the republic, who was once Golbery's soldier and became 
Medeiros's sergeant. Carlos Atila, the spokesman of conflirmed denials, 

is another, as is certainly private secretary Heitor de Aquino Ferreira. 


Leitao de Abreu does business with the ministers, except for the military 
ministers, gives guidelines, determines administrative initiatives and 
drafts political formulas with the aid of Justice Minister Ibrahim Abu Ackel. 


The context, form and color of this first leg of the tripod first appeared 

in his inaugural address almost a year ago. Thought of as someone who 
believed in exceptional powers or had fewer institutional aspirations and 
concerns than his predecessor, the new chief of the Civil Office surprised 
everyone by quoting Abraham Lincoln, who said new situations called for new 
positions. Coming from the Federal Supreme Court, he became a man of the 

law and, a month after he took office, he proved it under dramatic circum- 
stances. When Gen Joao Figueiredo had his heart attack, on that evening 

of Friday, 18 September 1981, Ministers Octavio Medeiros and Danilo 
Venturini, Army Minister Walter Pires, Aeronatucis Minister Jardim de Mattos, 
Navy Minister Maximiano da Fonseca and Alacyr Frederico Werner of the Armed 
Forces General Staff, met at the Othon Palace Hotel in Rio. Private secretary 
Heitor de Aquino was also there. They did not know the real condition of 

the president; the illness might be more prolonged than it turned out to be. 
The SNI chief argued that Vice President Aureliano Chaves should not or need 
not take over, because Figueiredo's advisors were more able than the vice 
president to pursue the direction and intentions of the chief of state. 

After all, when President Ronald Reagan was shot and hospitalized in the 
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United States, the power had not passed to Vice President George Bush. His 
argument won the support of the chief of the Military Cabinet, the army 
minister and the armed Forces chief of staff, needing only the approval of 
the navy and aeronautics ministers to meet the constitutional requirement. 
At that point Leitao de Abreu arrived from Porto Alegre. Since only the 
ministers were still in the room, he managed to have the decision postponed 
and suggested that they wait for the medical report the next morning and 
have another meeting. In that meeting, held in his stuite, he managed to 
win the approval, not only of Delio Jardim de Matos and Maximiano da 
Fonseca but also that of Walter Pires and Alacyr Frederico Werner, for 
Aureliano to assume the president's duties. They narrowly avoided a 
repitition of the lamentable events of 1969, when Marshal Costa e Silva 

was ill and unable to exercise the office of the presidency of the republic; 
he was not succeeded by the vice president, but by a military junta. 


There came the casuistic games of the electoral process. Figueiredo was 
annoyed at the rejection of the subslate for governor. While he was still 
hospitalized in Cleveland, influenced by Medeiros and Venturini, he decided 
on the "package" which completely bound the votes and banned party coalitions. 
Leitao de Abreu accepted the decision and gave it legal form, but when the 

PP [Popular Party] retaliated by opting to incorporate with the PMDB [Party 
of the Brazilian Democratic Movement], his colleagues in the palace guard 
expected him to use ais influence with the Superior Electoral Court to 

have the attorney general of the republic take action against the move. He 
did not such thing. Maintaining the attitude of a judge, he neither approached 
nor asked anyone to approach any of his former colleagues. The government 

had no recourse but to accept the refusal and witness the incorporation. 

Other institutional changes were made, and with each one there was less debate 
in the inner council of the executive, at 9 am or any other hour. Drafted 

by the chief of the Civil Office in direct dialogue with the president, they 
went directly to the congress. The recent package of constitutional 
amendments came from his pen, with the air of the justice minister and PDS 
leaders. When, at the suggestion of Newton de Oliveira e Cruz, chief of its 
central agency, the SNI sought to include councilmen in the electoral 

college which would elect the future president of the republic, it did 

not succeed. The maneuver came in the forms of an amendment presented 

by Deputy Edison Lobao, which was vetoed by Leitao de Abreu. 


Medeiros, Guaradian of Liberalization 


Gen Octavio Aedeiros, the second leg or column of the tripod, has often 

been unjustly treated, since the press describes him as radical, inflexible, 
opposed to "abertura" [liberalizaion] and in favor of institutional 
retrogression. This is not the case. In the Riocentro incident, he 

opposed any possibility of a real investigation of the facts--like most 

of the military in the wings, incidentally. Earlier, he had trained his 
artillery on Eduardo Portella, then minister of education, who was seen as 
very liberal and surrounded by leftists, and on former communications Minister 
Said Farhat, accused of going outside his province, of speaking out on all 
matters and of having established an ineffective and very costly ministry. 

He brought them both down, with the help of Delfim Netto and even Golbery 

do Couto e Silva as he subsequently won out in the confrontation with the 
former chief of the Civil Household. 

















While he appears concerned about what might be excesses of "abertura"™ and 
while he seems cold, by training and official duty, it is not for Medeiros 
to play the role of the villain of the piece. He supported the president in 
his attempt to democratize the country. He obviously has social concerns; 
he understands that the country must change its parameters, installing 
profound reforms, and he does not hsare in the eccentricities of the 
civilians and the politicians. As his aides say, he only guides the destiny 
of the agency he heads and functions as a kind of caretaker of the president. 
He broadened the SNL's scope of action, sharing in the strategy and 
influencing decisions on everything from nuclear policy to questions of 
security, from the land reform problem to incursions into communications 
policy. The church is with him, although it is joined by the National 
Security Council (run by his ally, Gen Danilo Venturini) and by specific 
organs of the army. 


The intelligence community is an organism apart, directed by the SNI and 
with horizonal and vertical ramifications in the spectrum of power of the 
state. It has infiltrated and involved itself in various strata of society, 
public and private, producing information, reports and analyses. It 
suggests conduct and even acts on its suggestions, in all national matters. 
lt transcends the purely informative role of advisor to the president, 
assuming the most varied executive functions, from vetoing the entry of 
certain citizens into public service to campaigning against certain 
institutions. [The SNI] acts in tune with the military intelligence services, 
which it does not operate, and with others, such as the Security and 
Intelligence divisions of the ministries, which it directs. There are 
occasional conflicts of authority, or jealousy, but the SNI even has a 
special medical service, including a hospital under construction. It is 
staffed mainly by army, navy and air force officers, with some civilians, 
but the number of officials, agents and informants, like its budget, is 
kept secret. It has been said wryly that its personnel will soon wear a 
special uniform to distinguish them from other military officers. Soon 
after he left the Civil Office of the Presidency, Gen Golbery du Couto 
referred to the SNI as "the monster which I created." As its director, 
General Medeiros travels around the country and occasionally abroad; he 
was in Buenos Aires a few weeks ago at the height of the Argentine-British 
conflict. He participates in foreign policy, and when he sees barriers 
erected to his continuing involvement in domestic policy he resists, or will 
not concede defeat. He does not believe in the euphoria shared by some 
palace members regarding a PDS victory in November. He sought stricter 
legislation against the opposition parties. He also opposed, or did not 
like, certain agreements reached for the gubernatorial successions under 
the aegis of Leitao de Abreu, beginning with Ceara. He advocates a more 
drastic government stand against former Minister Jair Soares, in the 
incident of the accreditations undone by Minister Helio Beltrao, and was 
even opposed to General Figueiredo's appearance on a television program. 





Delfim, Frayed by Inflation 


Delfim Netto is the final part of the tripod. From a serene, happy and to 
a certain extent, even victorious commander of the nation's economy during 
the Medici rule, he has turned into the peevish captain who cannot steer his 














ship through the waves of inflation. They still call him the "kamikaze" in 
the government because, after he won the post from Mario Enrique Simonsen 
with the promise of coordinating the battle against inflation with the 
struggle for development, he retreated and adopted more drastic measures 

than his predecessor's. The 120 percent rates which he cannot prevent, 
contrasted with the 40 percent rate he took over when he traded the 
Agriculture Ministry for SEPLAN [Planning Secretariat], have turned him 

into a stubborn pilot who takes his plane in closer and closer to the 
dreadnaught of inflation, prepared to blow it up and blow himself up with it. 


When he took up the baton of the economic orchestra for the second time, he 
was like a whirlwind. He took up all the space to which he was entitled 

and more; he overthrew ministers, he made appointments and filled vacancies 
wholesale at all levels of public service. He was the hope of the president 
of the country after the Simonsen disappointment, but 3 years later, while 
he still has hopes that everything will turn out all right, he has lost 
vround. He is no longer able to name his people to the directorates of 
state companies, as was [evident] some days ago in the BNDES [National 
Economic Development Bank?], where Eduardo Carvalho did not end up, just 

as, earlier, his choice did not go to Carajas. He bravely resists liberating 
funds for the social sector or for electoral needs, but he is defeated at 
every turn. Partly by Mario Andreazza, who, if he does not achieve what 

he wants, at least a complishes more than his companions in sorrow, and 
partly by Leitao de Abreu, who created FINSOCIAL almost without his knowledge. 
When the new chief of the Civil Office entered the government, Delfim 

smiled broadly, because they had worked together in the Medici government 
and Leitao had stayed completely aloof from economic issues. However, the 
crisis and, more, the "abertura" and the social gap ["defasagem social" ] 
itself changed his expectations. Without acting like Golbery, it bears 
repeating, the former minister of the Supreme Federal Court is demanding 
concessions from the chief of SEPLAN. Even the SNI is making forays into 
his area, as in the case of the excessive spending by the state companies. 
After constant directives from Delfim, endorsed by the president, that the 
companies stay within their budgets, and in the fact of frequent "blow- 
ups," is was announced that a team of General Medeiros is now working to 
determine who is and who is not following the orders and that some examples 
would even be punished. What SEST has not achieved, perhaps the SNI can 
accomplish. 


in spite of everything, no step is taken regarding the economy, business or 
the free-for-all of the nation's financial world, public of private, 
without Netto's participation. The key, not only to the safe but to the 
decisions, pressures, marches and countermarches, remains in his hands. 

Ihe fortune of initiatives, such as the ill-fated PROALCOOL, or of sectors, 
such as the benefited banks, depends on him. 


With obvious and even justified political ambitions which are unclear today 
(he has previously twice sought the governorship of Sao Paulo), the minister 
of planning is secondarily active in the political sector--for want of luck, 
also without results. He is not now a candidate, nor could he be, for 
reasons of image. He served as liaison between the Planalto Palace and 
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time to the ministry of planning. Nothing is less feasible. In addition to 
the determination of the former chief of the Civil Office to retire from 
ostensive public life, there is his letter of resignation, which closes 

this episode. Its contents are known only to intimates of Golbery and 
Figueiredo, but the withering text almost definitely separates the two men. 


For now, we will talk in terms of the tripod as the main channel of govern- 
ment action. Decisions are made there and flow through there, occasionally 
contradictory, observed, rather than participated in, by the fifth general- 
president of the revolution. Ironically, having taken the largest steps 
toward democratic normalization, and perhaps for this very reason, he faces 
the greatest difficulties. Jose Figueiredo's style is different from his 
predecessors'. He does not act, like Ernesto Geisel, in a centralizing or 
omnipotent manner, making all the decisions of government. Nor is he another 
Carrastazu Medici, who went to the opposite extreme of watching his aides 
yovern. He works, he gets irritated, he maintains the promised goals in 
the political-institutional sector and he continues to trust in the conduct 
of the tripod. Now and then he uses other means or avails himself of other 
support, a kind of cane when he needs to be braced up. He leans on Gen 
Walter Pires when the situation transcends the palace group and reaches 
into the wings, on Minister Mario Andreazza, when he needs to stress the 
image of social achievements and try to recoup election losses, and on 
Delio Jardim de Mattos, when he needs some extra courage to believe he 

is right and that "abertura'" must not suffer hitches or interruptions.

REPORTAGS ON NEW REGULATIONS ON MARGINAL PRODUCTION 

Principle Resolution 
Havana TRABAJADORSS in Spanish 28 Jun 82 p 2

[Text ] Along with Methodological Directives No 132 of the State Committee for 
rrices — to appear soon in this daily — Resolutions Nos 1121 and 1167, is- 
sued by the JUCEPLAN (Central Planning Board) and which we publish here, and 
Nos 38=82 and 44-82 of the State Committee for Finance constitute the legal 
provisions that govern the marginal production of the state enterprises, 


Introduction 


JUCEPLAN Resoiution No 1121 establishes the procedures for encouraging enter- 
prises to make better use of the residual waste from their main production 
operation in the manufacture of products we have dubbed "marginal," 


The requirements a given production operation has to meet in order to be con- 
sidered marginal are set forth in this resolution, as well as the form the 
incentives will take and the conditions the enterprise must meet in terms of 
this production in.order to be eligible to obtain the incentives provided for 
in such a way that violations of these provisions do not occur, and consequent= 
ly a distortion of the idea emcoodied in the resolution, which might seriously 
affect the objective we have set ourselves, 


also, in Section 10 the agency or organ under whose jurisdiction the enterprise 
falls is empowered to pronibit the latter from using earnings acquired through 
marginal production as established in Section 12 if it is determined that such 
production operations have worked to the detriment of pianned production or 
violate the provisions regarding marginal production, If this decision is made, 
the earnings in question will ve contributed to the national budget, 


The most important points in the resolution, designed to avoid violations, 
are the following: 


That the requirement governing what is defined as marginal production is actu- 
ally met, that is, that the provision that no more than 30 percent of the total 
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value of the materials to be used may consist of raw and new raterials is not 
violated (Article 1), 


Tr.at residual or waste production materials which the enterprise is obliged 

to sell because of the provisions in effect, quotas set by the plan or because 

they nave historically been turned over to other producers, as is the case 
with local industries, may not be used, In these cases marginal production 

must be engaged in with the residue that is in excess of the obligations con-= 
racted for (Article 3), 


That resources for planned production may not be diverted to marginal produce 
tion to the detriment of the enterprise plan or of consumption and inventory 
levels, In the determination to achieve marginal production, we must jealously 
guard against increasing consumption levels in order to obtain more trimmings 
scrap, we dust lixewise be careful not to reduce inventory levels by divert- 
esources for planned production to marginal production (Articles 4 and 5), 


That the wages paid for labor in marginal production must be those established 
oy the regulations and provisions prescribed by the CETSS [State Committee for 
Labor and Social Security ], that is, marginal production does not imply a 
special wage scale, which is why the wages in effect in the country for the 
activity in question will be applied and, if there is any doubt in connection 
with this, our comrades in the Cz=TSS mst be consulted at the proper tine,

ie rules established for the contracting of workers to be used in the manu- 
acture of marginal products mst also be observed,

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That the distribution of profits for the planned incentives may not be effect- 
ed before production has been carried out or the earnings that permit the fund- 
ing of sucn incentives have been received, That is, that what has not been 
obtained may not be distributed, Incentives may not be granted until the pro=- 
ucts are sold and the income therefrom collected (Articles 12 and 14),

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Whereas: At a meeting on 27 October 1981, the cxecutive Secretariat of the 
National Commission for the istablishment of the Sconomic Management and Plan- 
ning System gave its approval of the procedure for stimulating marginal pro=- 
duction, 


Therefore: In the exercise of the powers conferred on ne, 
I resolve: 


1, That form of production which is conducted on the basis of residual and 
waste production materials and in the manufacture of which the value of the 
raw and new materials utilized does not exceed 30 percent of the total value 
of the materials used in producing the product will be referred to as marginal 
production, 


2, Suitable inventories of products declared to be unusable because they are 
defective, in accordance with the provisions of Article 25 of Decree 68 of the 
Executive Committee of the Council of Ministers of 8 July 1980 (Regulations on 
Unusable Inventories), may be used to engage in marginal production operations 
for the purposes set forth in the preceding section, 





3, In those cases in which, due to the provisions in effect or quotas set by 
the plan, the enterprise has to sell its residual and waste production materi- 
als to another enterprise or budgeted unit, it can only engage in production 
on the basis of such materials when it has fulfilled the supply contracts it 
has agreed to, 


4, Raw and new materials intended for marginal production, as specified in 
Section 1, will be taken from suitable material resources planned by the enter- 
prises provided that this does not affect planned production or involve direct 
contracting with the appropriate enterprises or suppliers, 


5. Planned production resources may only be diverted to marginal production 
for the purposes provided for in the preceding section when doing so neither 
affects the enterprise's economic plan nor — and this in particular — in- 
creases consumption levels and reduces inventory levels, 


6, Without prejudice to what has been set forth in Sections 4 and 5, enter 
prises may assign raw and new materials they have on hand which have not other= 
wise been committed to consumer organizations for the purpose of marginal pro= 
duction, 


7. The list of products manufactured through marsinal production will not 
figure on the balance sheet and the enterprises that produce them will dis= 
tribute and market them as is economically expedient for then, 


8 Prices for marg nal products of an industrial nature will be set according 


to the provisions sherefor in Methodological Directives No 132 of the State 
Committee for Prices, put into effect by the committee's Resolution No M=—7=-21 
of 10 February 1/81, 
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), wWaees for the manufacture of products based on residual and waste materi- 
als and for any contracting of workers that may be necessary will be paid on 
the same scale as for primary production in accordance with the regulations 
and legal provisions in effect which govern the matter, 


10, Marginal production is based on the principle of self-financing; there= 
tore, the enterprise is at least obliged to cover the costs it incurs in 
these production operations with the income it itself generates, 


11, The profits obtained through marginal production will remain at the dis-= 
position of the enterprises and will, therefore, not be considered for the 
purposes of their budget obligations, as the State Committee for Finance may 
direct, 


12, Frofits which, in accordance with the provisions of the preceding section, 
remain at the disposition of the enterprise may be utilized in the following 
Ways 


Forty-five percent for the development of the marginal production operation 
itself, 


Forty-five percent for the provision of direct material rewards for the workers 
who participate in such production operations, 


Ten percent for sociocultural arrangements and the construction of housing, 


13, The initial costs the enterprise incurs in these productions, including 
the payment of wages, will be financed with its own development fund, 


As an alternative, when necessary the National Bank of Cuba may grant credit 
in accordance with the procedure established for these purposes for the pay-=- 
ment of wages in order to begin the marginal production operation, 


Cnece margincl production has begun and profits have been cbtained, only that 
portion of the latter destined for development may be devoted to the expansion 
of this production, be it to invest with the enterprise's own resources, ac= 
quire equipment, purchase raw materials or pay wages, 


14, That portion of the profits intended for the direct material rewarding 

[of workers | will be distributed on a quarterly basis among all the occupation= 
al categories of workers who participate in the success of the production ope= 
ration, whether they are grouped according to brigades, workshops, plants, etc, 


The completion of production or acquisition of the income that permits the fund- 
ing of these bonuses is an indispensable requirement for proceeding to the dis= 
tribution of this portion of the profits, 


The distribution will be made proportionate to the time the worker has devoted 
to the success of these operations, 























15, The provisions of Sections 11 and 14 are applicable independently of any 
incentives that may be applicable to these products in the event that they are 
exported, 


16, That portion of the profits intended for sociocultural arrangements and 
the construction of nousing will be added to the fund bearing the same title 
at the enterprise if the latter is incorporated into the system for creating 
material incentive funds or such a fund will be created in the case of an 
enterprise that is not incorporated into that system, 


17, The agency or organ under whose jurisdiction the enterprise falls may 
prohibit the latter from using the profits acquired through marginal produc- 
tion, as established in Section 12, if it determines that these productions 
carried out to the detriment of planned production or in violation of the 
provisions concerning marginal production, If this decision is reached, the 
profits in question will be contributed to the national budget, 


Final Provisions 


1, The State Committee for Finance will establish the accounting rules and 
other financial regulations that will permit it to distinguish marginal produce 
tion from tasic production for the purposes of complying with this resolution, 


2. The JUCHPLAN will establish the appropriate methodological procedures such 
that the fact that the success of these productions does not involve failure 

to comply with enterprises’! planned efficiency rates may be determined and 
verified, 

3, The provisions of this resolution are not applicable to the income gene- 
rated by the primary production of enterprises whose operations are solely 

and exclusively conducted on the basis of residual and waste production materi- 
als, 


4, Both Sections 11 and 17 of this resolution will apply to the profits enter= 
prises obtain from the sale of raw materials and containers that can be re=- 
cycled, 


This will not apply to profits obtained from the primary production of entere 
prises that process raw materials or containers that can be recycled, nor to 
profits obtained from the chief activity of enterprises tnat recycle raw 
materials and containers, 


5, This resolution will go into effect as of 1 January and will extend until 
31 December 1982,

Banking Relations Regulated 
Havana TRABAJADORES in Spanish 12 Jul 82 p 2 


[Article: "Banking Relations of Enterprises Regarding Marginal Production 
Regulated" 


[Text] Various legal provisions issued by central economic organizations are 
meant to regulate the operations of enterprises when they are engaged in margin- 
al production.* At various times our issues have published the following provi- 


sions: 


Resolution No 1121 of the Central Planning Board establishes the procedure for 
the manufacture, marxeting, and distribution of earnings obtained from marginal 
production, 


In turn Resolution No 1167 also issued by that governing organization notes the 
limits of the earnings earmarked for rewarding workers who participate in margin- 
al production. 


Resolutions No 38 and 44 of the State Finance Committee provide for financial 
and accounting procedures for those enterprises which include marginal produc- 
tion in their operations. 


The State Price Committee formulates methodological instructions on price deter- 
mination for marginal production turned out by our domestic industry. 


Circular No 450 of the National Bank of Cuba determines the rules for the bank- 
ing relations of enterprises that turn out marginal products. 


In this manner technical matters such as the need for credit, payments to sup- 
pliers, income, the payment of wages, indexes of money in circulation, and the 
distribution of material incentives are clarified (C. Lafite). 


Circular No 450 of the National Bank of Cuba 


Through Resolutions No 1121, 1126, and 2267 of the Central Planning Board and 
Resolution No 38 of the State Finance Committee the pertinent aspects which 
apply to marginal production and the relevant financial mechanisms are defined. 
*|Marginal production refers to self-financed production from the residues and 
wastes of products in which the value of raw or other new materials used does 
not exceed 30 percent of the total value of the materials consumed in the goods 
produced--Translator's note. ] 
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[n the present circular those aspects that will regulate the banking relations 
of enterprises regarding said marginal production are noted. 


Needs for Credit 


1. Banking credit will not be available for marginal production with the 
single exception of credits for wages, which can be approved only once to 
enable the making of the initial payment on account of marginal production. 


2. Its approval will be guided by the following: 


2.1 To secure credit the enterprise must file at the Credit Branch Office form 
134-101 entitled "Request for Credit" in which it will be stated that it en- 
gages in marginal production. The preliminary form entitled "Obligation To 
Repay Loans" will also be filed. 


2.2. It will require the previous approval of the Credit Branch Office's direc- 
tor. 


2.3 The date for the repayment of the loan will be determined by the date 
planned for realizing the marginal production for which the credit was granted. 


2.4 Credit will be granted independently of whether the enterprise has loans 
outstanding or how long ago these were made. 


2.5 The amount of the loan will always be credited to the operations account 
viven that the wages will be paid and charged to this same account, 


2.6 Repayment of the loan will be made and charged to the operations account, 
and if sufficient funds are unavailable it will be transferred to the loans 
outstanding. 

Payments to Suppliers 


3. The payments made by enterprises will be as follows: 


3.1 In operations with a simple credit account, the payments will be made and 
charged to the operations account (10). 


$3.2 In using a special credit account the payments will be charged to same, 
the enterprise being bound, on the following day, to file form 150-520 entitled 
"Order of Repayment, Transfer, and/or Adjustments Between Accounts," charging 
the amounts paid against the operations account (10), with credit to the spe- 
cial account (90). 


Income 


4. Income originating from the realization of marginal production will be 
handled as follows: 


4.1 When the enterprise operates with a simple credit account the income will 
be credited to the operations account (10). 
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4.2 In using the special credit account: 


4.2.1 The operations account will be credited directly (10) when the income 
collected is in cash. 

4.2.2 The amount of the income not realized in cash such as transfers, checks, 
collection orders, and so on will be credited to the special account (90) with 
the enterprise bound on the following day to file form 150-520 entitled "Order 
of Repayment, Transfer, and/or Adjustments Between Accounts," crediting the 
amounts collected to the operations account (10) and to the special account (90). 





Payment of Wages 


». Wages paid on account of marginal production will not be included in the 
enterprise's wages fund. Therefore, they will not be included in the wage con- 
trol established by the National Bank of Cuba. 


6. The amount of wages paid before the issuing of this circular, generated by 
marginal production, and which have affected the wages fund approved for the 
enterprise, will have to be deducted from the quarter in question, but at no 
time shall said adjustment affect the amounts in subsequent periods. 


Levies tor the piyment of wages on account of marginal production will be 
made separately from the rest, enterpiises being bound to identify them with the 
caption "Payment of funds for wages related to marginal production." 


Indexes ot Money in Circulation 


8. Regarding the money in circulation, income in cash generated by the reali- 
zation of marginal production will be considered as a sale of goods. 


4. Similarly, the acquisition of raw materials will be realized on a basis 
other than cash and in those exceptional cases in which payments are effected 
in cash for direct purchases from the people they will be coded as '"99--Other 
Outlays." 


lO. Wages will be coded as "61--Wages." 


ll. Payments originating on account of material incentives for marginal pro- 
duction realized will be coded as "62--Premiums." 


Assignment of Material Incentives 
l2. In order to realize the assignment of material incentives the enterprise 
will present at the Credit Branch Office a certificate signed by the director 


and the chief accountant. 


13. The assignment mentioned above will be made subsequent to the determina- 
Lion of the balance at the end of each quarter.

\4. Those enterprises which make payments in excess on account of material in- 
centives will have to adjust said overpayments when they distribute the premiums 
for the following quarter. 


15. In those cases in which enterprises, on being deprived by their organ or 
higher organization of the use of earnings obtained from their realization of 
marginal production, do not transfer to the appropriate budget the income for 
this production, the Credit Branch Offices will notify the organ or appropriate 
organization and the directorate of finance of the people's government's munici- 
pal organs.

MININT OFFICIAL DESCRIBES TRAINING PROGRAMS 
Havana MONCADA in Spanish Jun 82 pp 18-20 


[Interview with training specialist Lt Col Armando Carballo by Jesus Barreto; 
date and place not specified] 


[Text] In keeping with the development undergone by the Ministry of the 
Interior (MININT), its men and women have systematically raised the level of 
their technical, military and professional qualifications. The system for 
training and improving the forces, which has been perfected constantly to 
ensure efficiency i: the fight against enemy and antisocial activities, has 
markedly contributed to attain this goal. Training specialist Lt Col Armando 
Carballo discusses some of the interesting aspects of this topic. 


[Question] How is the present system of training and improvement of the 
forces viewed? 


[Answer] One must start by defining what is meant by training and improve- 
ment. Our regulations define those two categories according to the aims 
sought in each case. 


Training is more essential for the new personnel, who lack the general and 
specialized knowledge of the MININT and have to be apprised of the inherent 
duties and rights of all members of the organization, and made ready to carry 
out the missions assigned to them in the regulations. 


On the other hand, the improvement of the forces is basically undertaken to 
increase their specialized or techncial qualifications, taking into account 
their functions. In this category, we include also the raising of the 
political and combat readiness. 


As we have said, the training conforms to the job that the man performs or 
will be assigned to, and consequently, the improvement will qualify him pro- 
fessionally. 


[Question] Would it be possible to inform the combatants of the MININT about 
the peculiarities of these categories? 


[Answer] We will deal with training, first of all. To attain that goal, our 
forces were divided into two large groups: those who had to be trained in 
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the national system of education because of their specialty; and the opera- 
tional personnel, to whom that method did not offer the possibility of 
acquiring new specialized knowledge because of the subjects they should be 
taught. 


Among the former, we have the intermediate technicians in accounting, mechan- 
ics and other administrative and service positions, who are trained outside 
the MININT. For their part, the operational personnel include policemen, 
instructors, firemen, immigration officers aid border guards. 


Of course, this is not definitive. There are situations where a study leads 
to the conclusion that certain administrative and service positions require 
some course that is not included in the national system of education, and 
then the MININT will sponsor it. An example is the course for chiefs of 
transportation shops offered in one of our branches in view of its special 
characteristics. But if we had found the way to train them in the national 
system of education, we would have used it. 


[Question] Where does a new employee of the MININT begin his training? 


[Answer] The pertinent order of the minister of the interior that instituted 
the system of training and improvement of the forces stipulates that the new 
personnel will start at the basic level when filling a base operational 
position, and can go into the intermediate level only after completing a 
minimum of 2 years in it, with the exception of those who join the organiza- 
tion with a completed intermediate superior cultural education. 


lt has been years since we established the levels of readiness of the opera- 
tional forces, the structures of specialties and specializations, and what 
we know as the readiness plan. 


The difference in levels is dictated by the degree of complexity and the 
requisites of the operational position. It is not the same thing to train 
an infantry policeman and a criminal investigator. There are positions that 
require greater knowledge, ability and skill and can be developed only over 
a long period of time, and others that are managed in less time. It is not 
precisely that the level is determined by the time, but by the degree of 
complexity of their training. 


The regulations require that before filling a position, the combatant should 
receive the basic instruction. But there is another type of new enrollee: 
The one that is transferred to another line of work after several years of 
service. In this case also, it is considered necessary to pursue studies of 
this nature. 


[Question] Is it possible to raise the level of education in the schools 
that make up the system of training and improvement? 


[Answer] Not at all levels. A graduate of a basic level who started his 
studies with a 9th grade education will end it with the same grade because 
the programs do not include subjects of general education. 
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At the intermediate level, there is a course that lasts more than a year. 

[ts curriculum is recognized by the Ministry of Education and it raises the 
academic level ot the student. This is the Intermediate Technical Course 

in Fire Prevention and Extinction, whose graduates receive diplomas of inter- 
mediate superior professional education. 


[Ouestion] We have heard that specialties peculiar to the organization are 
being planned for a superior institute of the MININT. Could you furnish any 
information in that regard? 


[Answer] The specialties and specializations worked out for the Superior 
Institute will be offered starting in the 1982-83 school year, by Decree No 29 
of the Executive Committee of the Council of Ministers. 


The requisites for admittance to this course, as well as to the educational 
centers of the MININT, have already been established. They include age, 
minimum essential academic index, a qualifying position which has been held 
for 3 years, or a situation involving a promotion. 


The colleagues that have completed the intermediate superior education 

qualify for the Superior Institute. They could even be university graduates 
who join the MININT and have the opportunity to enroll for a l-year course 

in their specialty. To illustrate, let us take the case of an electrical 
engineer: So far as his educational level is concerned, he meets the require- 
ments of the position; however, he has no experience in the operational and 
technical aspects of the specialty to which he will be assigned, therefore 

he will pursue studies in the Superior Institute. 


[Ouestion] And as to the readiness of the units? 


[Answer] Of course, we have not discussed all the aspects of the system. We 
have postgraduate and refresher courses, and others that are intended to 
raise the professional level. 


jut as to importance, the readiness in the units is the principal means of 
improvement with respect to specialization and technique. Study groups will 
be organized in the units according to the aim of each specific specialty, 
with a program allocating time in accordance with the characteristics of the 
organ in its confrontation with the enemy. 


Military instruction, for its part, will be imparted this school year at the 
units and the concentrations. The political situation that the country is 
going through forces us to increase our combat preparation. 


Thus, the educational, political, military and technica. future of the MININT 
combatants is one of the basic concerns of the High Command. 


The degree of efficiency in confronting enemy and antisocial activities 
depends on excellent instruction and readiness.

REPORTAGE ON PEDIATRIC INTENSIVE CARE UNITS 
Havana GRANMA in Spanish 15 Jun 82 p 2

[Text] Ten are in operation, 14 are being built and 6 are 
in the planning stage. The program undertaken almost a 
year ago includes the construction of 14 specialized 
polyclinics annexed to a like number of pediatric 
hospitals, among other projects. 


A total of 30 intensive care units (UTIP) have been programed for the 14 
provinces and the special municipality of the Isle of Youth; some are already 
in operation, others are under construction and still others are in the 
planning stage. These units will make it possible for our children's 
health-care services to have 224 beds, proper quarters, equipment, facilities 
and qualified personnel to provide maximum attention and care in the 
maintenance or replacement of vital organs in seriously ill but potentially 
recoverable children. 


The launching of this ambitious program involving projects relating to the 
health of our children occurred in the latter part of June 1981 when, in the 
midst of an epidemic of hemorrhagic dengue [breakbone fever] which was 
afflicting us, Commander in Chief Fidel Castro visited a number of the 
capital's pediatric institutions in Granma and Santiago de Cuba, taking a 
personal interest in the condition of children affected by that disease. 


At that time, the idea arose to provide an intensive care ward in each of 
the country's pediatric hospitals to assure optimum conditions for the 
medical treatment of children who are gravely ill. 


The idea was immediately seized upon with the allocation of the necessary 
funds by the state and by the rapid response, on the one hand, of specialists 
from the Ministry of Public Health [MINSAP], assigned to analyze and 
determine the design of the wards, and, on the other, of professionals, 
technicians and workers from the Ministry of Construction, given the task 

of putting that concept into design form and carrying out the construction 

in the shortest possible time at the highest quality level. 
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Almost a Year Later 


We interviewed Dr Francisco Valdes Lazo, head of MINSAP's maternity depart- 
ment, to find out the status of the UTIP program, and he gave us other 
details of interest. 


"With regard to the 30 wards,'' Dr Valdes Lazo said, "10 are already in 
operation--those of the following pediatric establishments: Central Havana, 
Cerro, Marianao, Boyeros, San Miguel del Padron, Sancti Spiritus, Bayamo 
and Isle of Youth, and the Luis Diaz Soto (naval) and Carlos J. Finlay 
(military) hospitals; 6 are almost completed: Pinar del Rio, Aballi, 

Ciego de Avila, Camaguey, Manzanillo and the Northern Children's Hospital 
of Santiago de Cuba; 8 are underway: Matanzas, Villa Clara, Cienfuegos, 
Holguin, Las Tunas, Southern Children's Hospital of Santiago de Cuba, Palma 
Soriano and Guantanamo; and 6 in the planning stage: Guines, William 
Soler, Pedro Borras, Marfan, the Maternity Hospital of Diez de Octubre 

and San Cristobal." 


According to the head of MINSAP's maternity department, there are also 
plans to establish UTIP facilities in provincial pediatric hospitals and 
in areas where there is a sizable child population. 


"According to the norms for these units, which were drawn up by specialists 
of national groups of pediatrics, epidemiology, anestesiology and clinical 
laboratory," he said, “intensive care is the attention given to seriously 
ill patients who need continuous watching and who may also need the rapid 
use ot specialized techniques performed by qualified personnel. 


"An intensive care unit is that area of a hospital which, through the 
characteristics of the personnel, location, equipment and facilities, 
permits a maximum of attention and care aimed at maintaining or replacing 
the vital organs of patients in acute, critical, potentially recoverable 
condition; it must have the function of a permanent infirmary, with personnel 
who are qualified and dedicated exclusively to that purpose, a constant 
medical staff specialized and trained in this type of care, constant 
coverage with regard to medical care and a physical plan guaranteeing 
certain areas for hospitalization and others for laboratories, storerooms, 
traffic and equipment and the necessary facilities for this specialized 
work." 


We questioned him on the criteria used for the admission of patients to 

this type of unit. Valdes Lazo answered that "it has been established that 
any child whose life is potentially endangered or who, due to major 
physiological disorders, needs maximum care, must be admitted to these 
units. For example, in case of cardiac or respiratory a.rests, convulsions, 
acute respiratory, kidney or circulatory insufficiencies, shock, serious 
hemorrhages, post-operative reaction to high-risk surgery, hypertensive 
crisis, polytraumatism, and so on." 














With regard to the equipping of these units, he said that the most modern 
technical equipment has been obtained and that it is valued at more than 
$4 million. "A mockup has been made for each ward showing the total 
arrangement of beds and including electrocardiographs, electroencephalo- 
graphs, defibrillators, monitoring equipment of various types, aspirators, 
ultrasonic atomizers, gasometric equipment, equipment involving ultramicro 
methods, respirators, pulmonary ventilators and intensive care incubators, 
just to mention a few." 


Not Only Intensive Care Units 


. However, the program does not consist only of the construction of intensive 
care units. During Commander in Chief Fidel Castro's visit to various 
pediatric hospitals, the idea emerged to carry out other projects aimed 

at improving the medical care given to children. 





Therefore, together with the UTIPs, other projects were approved in almost 
all pediatric hospital centers, such as an increase in the number of clinical 
or surgical beds, the construction or remodeling of external consultation 
areas and guard stations and of kitchens, dining rooms, administrative 
offices and intermediate care facilities. 


It was also decided to build a number of specialized polyclinics (most of 
which are already underway) as annexes to the following pediatric hospitals: 
Central Havana, William Soler, San Miguel del Padron, Pedro Borras, Angel 
Arturo Aballi, Leonor Perez and Cerro, in Havana; Pinar del Rio, Matanzas, 
Ciego de Avila, Camaguey, Southern Children's Hospital and Northern 
Children's Hospital, in Santiago de Cuba; and Guantanamo. 


Moreover, as part of this vast plan, steps were taken to establish eight 
services of pediatric nephrology to be included in the intensive care units 
of Central Havana (already in operation), William Soler, Pedro Borras and 
Angel A. Aballi, of Havana, and Villa Clara, Camaguey, Manzanillo and 
Northern Children's Hospital, of Santiago de Cuba. 


At that time, almost a year ago, Fidel has planned that we should convert 
this setback--namely, the epidemic of hemorrhagic dengue--into victory by 
improving and strengthening our pediatric medical services. And that 
plan is becoming a reality.

POLICE BREAK UP THEFT RING IN BAYAMO, GRANMA 
Havana MONCADA in Spanish Jun 82 pp 27-29

[Text] The lack of urgency, control and organization of the railroad 
officials of Bayamo, as well as the breach of protection and security mea- 
sures, were some of the factors that helped in the theft of 4,017 watches 
and numerous pieces of custom jewelry by criminals in that municipality. On 
6 August 1981, railroad container No 820015, containing a large number of 
Soviet watches of various brands and models, as well as other articles, sent 
by the Central Wholesale Gift Shop of Havana, arrived in that city from the 
capital. 


Inasmuch as the area to which it was destined was congested, they deposited 
the merchandise in the Sekonaf yard, rather distant from the place, The 
railroad employees receiving it did not ask for the bill of lading listing 
the merchandise in question. 


Several days later, Santiago Secundino Castro, a worker of the aforementioned 
organization, accompanied by watchman Francisco Castillo Aguilar, proceeded 
to verify the contents of the packages without noting anything unusual. As 
they did not know the number of articles received, they claimed the papers 
from that enterprise in Havana. When the Express area cleared up, they 
transferred the packages to that place on 22 August, and made the appropriate 
inventory once the bills of lading were received. They confirmed that there 
were 4,017 watches and numerous pieces of custom jewelry missing. 


In light of the situation, they issued a statement noting the missing articles 
over the signatures of the railroad management of Bayamo. Then they submitted 
the document to the police authorities, who, upon realizing the gravity of 

the occurrence, advised them to file an official complaint in order to lodge 
charges of a crime against the economy. 


Operation Watch 
The National Revolutionary Police (PNR) of Bayamo set up Operation Watch, 


and notified all its units about the theft in order to take the appropriate 
steps. 








At the start of the investigative work, the chief of the PNR section in the 
mountain settlement of Palma del Perro, in the municipality of Guisa, found 
out that citizen Irma Rodriguez Mora was selling watches of unknown origin. 
After confirming the facts, the judge, with the concurrence of the prosecutor, 
issued a search warrant against Irma Rodriguez, from whom several watches 
were seized upon failing to show proof of ownership to the authorities. 


[rma declared in the interrogation that on 12 September 1981, while having 
lunch at the Fl Campestre Restaurant, citizen Rigoberto Chacon Valdes, 
employee of the establishment, approached her about having "a storeful of 
watches to sell."" After some hesitation, she agreed to the deal at the 
insistence of Rigoberto, who assured her there was no cause for concern be- 
cause the operation would be carried out "with discretion" and with people 
who would not betray them. At that time, he handed her 26 timepieces. 


[Irma also told the PNR that Enrique Rosales Rosabal has participated in the 
sale, and a warrant was issued for his arrest. 


The agents gradually pieced the chain with the loose links they had picked up. 
Among the new links was Maria Barban, also of the same area, who confessed 
that she had received them from small farmer Enrique Sanchez Reyes. Once in 
the unit, the latter said that he had acquired them through Rigoberto Valdes 
Chacon. 


The Connecting Thread 


The simultaneous detention of citizen Esther Fonseca Montero, resident of the 
Siboney Development in the city of Bayamo, furnished the judge in this case 
with a list of the names of some of the persons who had bought these articles 
illegally, and led him to believe that Rigoberto Chacon Valdes could be the 
key character in the elucidation of the facts. 


In his first statements, the prisoner said that the watches had been left 
with him by a driver of a trailer, who told him he would come back to pick 
up the proceeds of the sale. According to Rigoberto, the only thing he knew 
about this individual was his name, because he had met him casually one time 
when working at the restaurant, therefore he could not furnish any other 
information about him. He repeatedly denied having had anything to do with 
the theft of the merchandise from the railroad premises, but the judge faced 
him with irrefutable evidence that he participated in the act. 


One night he asked for the interrogating officer. "Lieutenant, I believe I 
better tell you the whole truth. For a fact, I am trapped while others are 
out enjoying their freedom," he said. "I am ready to cooperate with you," he 
added while running his fingers through his mussed-up heir. 


The Coup de Grace 


Atter railroad container No 820015 arrived in Bayamo from Havana, Santiago 
Secundino Castro, employee of that enterprise, accompanied by watchman 





Francisco Castillo Aguilar, cecided to open it to verify its contents, and 
after doing so, he sealed it again. Everything was in order. 


francisco Castillo Aguilar later commented with Dionisio Villa Matos, known 
as "Benedicto" and also a watchman, that mabye they could "make a killing" 
if they stole some of the watches and custom jewelry boxes in the place. 
They had nothing to fear because the enterprise had negligently failed to 
obtain the bills of lading and did not know the number of boxes coming from 
Havana. 


They agreed to meet in a more convenient place to devise a plan that would 
divert the slightest suspicion away from them. They agreed also to bring in 
as accomplices Juan de Dios Ramirez Fonseca, alias "Tomas," and Ramiro 
Castillo Aguilar, both of them watchemn; Jorge Sancez Reyes, a taxi driver; 
Luis Migeul Soler Valerino, worker of the Supply and Transportation Enter- 
prise; and Celestino Thomas Cutino, dirver of the Material Technical Supply 
branch. 


After the details were worked out, watchmen Juan de Dios Ramirez and Dionisio 
Villa Matos one night stole the watches taking advantage of the bad lighting 
and the deserted condition of the area, using for the purpose a vehicle 
driven by Jorge Sanchez Reyes. Once this was done, they headed for the La 
Josefina Farm, close to the city, to distribute the booty among the perpe- 
trators. Enrique Sanchez Reyes and Rigoberto assumed the responsibility of 
selling the shares of the booty received by the two watchmen. 


Jorge Sanchez Reyes buried part of the watches under the kitchen floor of the 
old home of his parents, while the others did the same in a thicket of 

marabu weed in back of the house. An inspection of the site uncovered more 
than a hundred cases of Soviet Luch brand women's watches which they had 
forgotten, as well as some of the tags and frapments of the boxes in the 
place where Jorge had hidden his watches. 


Rigoberto implicated citizens Wilfredo Espinosa Perez, an auto mechnnic, and 
Francisco Ramon Aleaga Maceo, driver of the People's Power in Bayamo, as his 
direct accomplices. 


PNR Goes Into Action 


On Sunday 18 October, the patrol cars and the personnel assigned to the final 
phase of Operation Watch were ready to carry out the mass arrest of the major 
suspects. The agents seized a Colt .45 caliber pistol in the home of 
Dionisio Villa Matos, which he had acquired illegally, as well as a .38 
caliber revolver in the home of Juan de Dios Ramirez Fonseca, also acquired 
the same way. 


When Juan de Dios and Villa Matos found out about the detentions taking place 
throughout the municipality, they dumped 200 women's watches into a cesspool, 
which were later recovered by the PNR, though in poor shape. 


An equal number was seized that night from Enrique Sanchez Reyes. Upon 
noting the presence of the police, Wilfredo Espinosa Perez flung 84 of them 





into the yard of a neighboring house. Once arrested, he handed over 301 
watches which he had hidden at a sister's home. 


The speedy and effective action of the PNR made it possible to recover 
2,951 watches in good condition, 618 in impaired condition, and 4,500 pesos, 
as wel! as to take into custody the criminals, who have been placed at the 


disposal of the revolutionary tribunals.

PCES* JACOBO CARDENAS DISCUSSES POSTELECTION SITUATION

[Text] Jacobo Cardenas of the Committee on International 
Relations of the Communist Party of El Salvador describes 
the Situation in El Salvador since the elections of 28 March. 


The elections gave an absolute majority to a coalition of parties on the ex- 
treme right and edged out the Christian Democratic Party (PDC) and its chair- 
man, Napoleon Duarte. Forced to change allies, Washington promptly renewed 

its alliance with the group from which the coup d'etat of 15 October 1979 had 
led it to separate itself: the National Conciliation Party (PCN), which at the 
time had been governing the country since 1962. This new alliance enabled 
Ronald Reagan to continue to use the excuse--but who believes it any more?-- 
that the Christian Democrats were present in the government. But their presence 
was not achieved without difficulty: it required that he have recourse to a 
meeting ot officers that included participation by Col Adolfo Majano, excluded 
from the junta in December 1981 and exiled since then.* Then the leader ot the 
worst of the extreme right, Maj Roberto D'Aubuisson, retaliated by getting him- 
self named chairman of the Constituent Assembly by his majority. 


In that postelection political context, the parties in question are suffering 
from serious contradictions. 


Napoleon Duarte's PDC finds itself considerably discredited for having negoti- 
ated with the extreme right. The Christian Democratic parties of Italy and 
especially Venezuela (COPEI [Social Christian Party]), which had supported him

And since arguments by the United 
States to justify its policy in El Salvador are not having much success in the 
world, an even more direct military intervention 1s impossible at the moment. 


In 196} it tried to involve other countries by encouraging peace between 
Honduras and El Salvador, Creating the "northern triangle" (Guatemala, Honduras, 
and El Salvador) and the Central American Democratic Community (the same coun- 
tries plus Costa Rica), trying to reactivate the Inter-American Reciprocal 
Assistance Treaty (TIAR), and obtaining the promise of participation by the 
Argentine Army in Honduras and El Salvador.* 


The tact that El Salvador's armed forces are racked by various contradictions 
Certainly Shows their limits, but this does not mean that they are weak and 
that deteating them 1S easy. Their strategy Since March 1981, as determined 
by U.S. “advisers," has consisted of destroying the social base Supporting the 
revolutironaries--1its natural and economic resources. Hence the indiscriminate 
bombardment of the Civilian population in villages close to guerrilla camps 


Ind systematic repression in the cities. Since the guerrilla fighters live 
mong the people like tish in water, those methods are aimed at "removing the 
water from the tish" in order to exterminate the fish later. 

* Following the Falklands War and U.S. Support for Great Britain, reanimation 


ot the TLAR (which would have obliged the United States to aid Argentina 
against “extracontinental" aggression) and the participation of Argentine 
troops alongside the United States in Central America became impossible. 
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but especially in the period from March to November 1981, the FMLN's forces 
not only learned to detend themselves but were also able to resist and to de- 
velop to the point that beginning in July 1981, they could take offensive ac- 
tion against the enemy's rearguard.

PRESS, BISHOP EMPHASIZE ROLE OF PRIVATE SECTOR

[Text] TODAY'S Conference of Grenadian Manufacturers and Employers on Employ- 
ment and Economic Growth underlines one of the cornerstones and most important 
policies of the People's Revolutionary Government. 


The conference, sponsored by both the Ministry of Industrial Development and 
the Grenada Chamber of Commerce and Industry, will bring together a wide range 
of businessmen and manufacturers from the private sector as well as managers 
and others from the public sector. 


In Grenada, contrary to the views and wishes of those outside who would wish 
to slander and straightjacket the Revolution, this kind of meeting and co- 
operation between the PRG and the private sector is growing, rather than 
decreasing. 


This is so because both elements recognise the importance and significance 
of a vibrant private sector within the broad limits outlined by the PRG and 
the growing teeling from the private sector that this Revolution will abide 
by its word in regard to its policies and statements on the mixed economy. 


Indeed, rather than discouraging business as some foreign propaganda sources 
are trying to make out, the main concern of the PRG seems to be that not suf- 
ficient business is being done by the private sector. 


The figures seem to bear this out. As permanent Secretary Boatswain said ear-- 
lier this week, in 1970 approximately 2,000 workers were employed in the pri- 
vate sector. Ten years later, only an additional 500 workers were employed 

in this sector, while in the economy as a whole, 4,000 new jobs had been 


created. 


These figures, as Boatswain suggested, indicate a virtual stagnation of the 
"industrial" sector between 1970 and 19780. 


Where are the Grenadian manufacturers who should be engaged in the production 
ot shoes, processed agricultural products, textiles on a relatively large 
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scale, furniture and the myriad other products which Grenada's size and re- 
source base will allow the country to produce? 


For the most part, the answer unfortunately, is that they are either too timid 
or too unimaginative to seek the openings that will both benefit them and the 
country as a whole, via import substitution and job creation. 


Not enough is being done. What the conference shows, however, is that there 
is a will to look at new ways to increase production, there is a growing sense 
of unity and shared national commitment between the PRG and most of the pri- 
vate sector and a growing understanding that, within the context of this 
Revolution, which is a people's and worker's Revolution, there is plenty room 
tor the private sector.

{Interview with (Simon Sanchez), "a leader" of the Guatemalan Labor Party, 
by Pedro Martinez Pirez; date and place not given--live or recorded] 


[Text] [Question] Could you tell us why Richardo Mendez Ruiz Valdes was 
kidnapped and what was achieved through this kidnapping? 


[Answer] By kidnapping the son of the government minister, that is, son of 
the interior minister, who has a direct responsibility in the tortures, 
murders and abases of Guatemalan citizens, what our party basically sought 
was to get information on the fate of nine revolutionary activists captured 
at various times. The government has always sworn it knows nothing about 
their whereabouts. These nine people are Companera (Alaide Jpa), writer; 
(Emile Bustamante Lopez), veterinarian; (Iran Plaquer), prominent newswoman 
and member of the Human Rights Commission; (Julio k mberto Calderon Angel), 
surgeon; (Carlos Perez Alonso), renowned priest who worked in Guatemala; 
(Marco Antonio Molino Japeici), a 15-year-old boy kidnapped by the G-2; 
(Hector Mejia Palma), student and member of the Higher University Council; 
{Daniel Poncio Solis), student; and (Mario Roberto Menzel), architect and 
university professor. 


These nine people were not presented by the regime this time. No clearcut 
or concise response was given regarding any of them. Instead, the genocidal 
government now headed by Rios Montt cynically told some of their relatives 
from the start that it could not be held responsible for events which had 
taken place 90 days before the coup d'etat. 


This situation created the need for them to define their (?position) of these 
companeros. Why? One must recall that they released (Alfonso Velasquez), 
dean of the school of economics, a few days after the coup. We took this 

as an indicator, because sometimes our companeros have been found 6 months 
later, shortly after being murdered. We took this as an indication that we 
could try to find out the whereabouts of these companeros. 


We did not succeed. The only thing that has been clearly determined is that 
they have murdered these companeros, including a 15-year-old adolescent, and 
that they admit no responsibility whatsoever for the kidnappings. 











However, I think this also has something to do with the polemic that has 
arisen in regard to methods and whether political kidnappings are a lawful 
method. We think this depends on the legal foundation of any bourgeois 
democratic regime itself. However, in our country, where there is no 
bourgeois legality and where we had no other way to counter terrorism except 
for conspiracy and clandestinity, kidnappings are lawful. We have no other 
way of solving this and many other serious problems faced by our citizens. 


[Question] There is also the document of the Guatemalan Labor Party, PGT, 
which was published in Guatemala and several other countries, (?isn't there)? 


[Answer] Through this, we also sought to concretely denounce the nature of 
the policy of genocide and to make it clear that this change to the govern- 
ment now headed by Rios Montt was nothing but a whitewashing of the old 
dictatorship, because the army dictatorship continues. At the same time, it 
is a testimony that the people's struggle is irreversible. 


[Question] How was Ricardo Mendez-Ruiz Valdes treated during the time he 
was held captive? 


[Answer] He received the type of treatment he was likely to receive from any 
revolutionary force: respectful treatment including some discomfort, per- 
haps. However, we “o not hurt people. We do not torture or pressure people 
in any way and we fully respect them as human beings. I insist. We do 

this out of need, not for the pleasure of it. 


[Question] What did the kidnappings of Ricardo Mendez-i\uiz and Alvaro 
Contreras Velez prove? 


[Answer] What they proved is that the future of a bourgeois democracy in 

our country is dead. It is dead because this country is incapable of solving 
its problems or of trying the genocidal murderers of 85,000 Guatemalan citi- 
zens. [words indistinct] these problems. This also proves that the revolu- 
tionary strivcgle is alive; that there is much slaughter but that we have not 
been subdued. After all, our revolutionary movement is 22 years old. It 
will complete its 22 years on 13 November 1982. A great many revolutionaries 
have died but the movement goes on unchanged. And we have learned. I think 
this is evidence of the existence of this revolutionary movement. 


[Question] (Sanchez), I have seen in the Mexican newspaper EXCELSIOR the 
full-page advertisement containing the PGT's communique denouncing the crimes 
of the Guatemalan dictatorship which is now headed by Efrain Rios Montt. In 
what other countries was this proclamation published? 


[Answer] It was also published in the various Central American countries, in 
Mexico and the United States. Overall, it has been published in eight 
countries. 


[Question] What was the impact of the publication of this document in 
Cuatemala? 














[Answer] These actions are always welcome in Guatemala. The newspapers and 
the magazines, [(Sanchez) changes thought]. A 40-page newspaper contains, 
for instance, 30 pages of ads, 2 of international news, 2 more of national 
news, 2 editorial pages on the subject of the immortality of crabs and other 
such nonsense. In other words, we do not have access to the press. This 

is well received. However, (7it should be noted, too) that we are interested 
in making this clear abroad. It is obvious that this government is trying to 
improve its image abroad. There is no democracy. It is only tcying to con- 
fuse public opinion abroad. The dictatorship is a fact. It is a murderous 
dictatorship and it now has a genocidal plan supported by the imperialist 
aggression which is aimed at Nicarag2. It has no other goal.

[Text] [Question] How is the Symms amendment viewed in Guatemala? 


[Answer] Guatemala has an anti-imperialist tradition, caused by imperialist 
intervention in our country, resulting from the imperialist intervention that 
we have experienced Since 1954 we have endured the effects of a reaction- 
ary policy that has prevented our country's development and progress. 


This Symms amendment, which authorizes an intervention by U.S. troops, has 
always been included in our strategic considerations. At this point, we can 
give assurances that an imperialist intervention in our countries would en- 
counter an appropriate response. We don't want to become involved in a con- 
flict with the U.S. people, but if necessary, these countries, the five Cen 
tral American countries, will create a Vietnam here in defending the inde- 
pendence of all of Central America, which has been curtailed for more than 

30 years by fierce dictatorships that, all together, could be responsible for 
over 150,00U perhaps up to 200,000, deaths in these countries. 


[Question] Recently, it has been noted that the United States has tried to 
use the Honduran regime to generalize the Central American conflict and per- 
haps to invade Nicaragua or to intervene directly there. We would like to 
hear your opinion of the evidence that exists in this regard. To what extent 
do you think the reaction of the Honduran people themselves is important? 


[Answer] Historically, and becuase of its leaders' interests, Honduras has 
played a negative role in Central American revolutionary history. In 1954, 
Honduras served as a beachhead for the mercenary invasion that was launched 
from Chiquimula department. Honduras is now being conv-rted into the rear- 
guard of an imperialist invasion of the Central American area. 


There is evidence of this. First of all, there are plans to increase the 
military budget for 1983 by 40 percent. The number of Yankee advisers cur- 
rently in Honduras is incredibly high. Chris Arcos, spokesman for the U.S. 

















Embassy in Honduras, has admitted that ever 15 days there are contingents 
of from 12 to 15 advisers. [sentence as heard] 


Recently, there was a massive deployment of troops to Garcias de Dios. They 
were sent from (Palmedon), headquarters of the 5th Infantry Battalion. The 
aid being provided to extend airstrips, so that Hercules-130 airplanes can 
land, has been estimated at $21 million. Moreover, aid to Honduras totalled 
$64 million in 1982. All of this interest by the imperialists can be for no 
other purpose than to make Honduras the very spearhead of a plan of aggression 
against Central America. 


What are thzy exploiting, or trying to exploit? They are trying to exploit 
longstanding, ancient feelings among the people. However, the Honduran 
people are maturing and anti-imperialist awareness is being created among 
them. I believe that the Honduran people are no longer prep red to remain a 
puppet country at imperialism's service. 


The Honduran people have seen how our countries have fought against their 
respective dictatorships. Honduras has the example of the Guatemalan strug- 
gle against a lengthy military dictatorship. The same is true of Fl Salvador, 
which endured a military dictatorship for almost 50 years and which is now 

on the verge of liberation, not to mention the victorious Nicaraguan revolu- 
tion, which triumphed over Somoza. These are examples for the Honduran 
people. 


We don't want a process of violence to develop in Honduras. However, it 
would seem that the leading classes are prepared to submerge the Honduran 
people in a climate of violence, in which case the Honduran people will have 
to develop an antidictatorial process, within their anti-imperialist aware- 
ness, if they are to avoid having to suffer as much as our peoples have 
suffered. As I said before, perhaps as many as 200,000 deaths constitute 
che price that we have paid in trying to win freedom and peace for Central 
America. 


[Question] (Sanchez), some international figures have said that the Symms 
amendment is sort of a new edition of the Monroe Doctrine of 1823, as well 
as of the U.S. big stick policy toward Latin America and the Caribbean. 
What do you say? 


[Answer] I think that it is worse then the Monroe Doctrine. The Monroe 
Doctrine didn't establish rapid deployment forces in Key West or create 
military bases like those that are now being established in Honduras. 


Tie process of Yankee mercenary invasion of Central America has taker on new 
characteristics, involving the complicity of other governments. An attempt 
is now being made to create an infrastructure of aggression in Honduras. I 
believe that this changes and modifies the terms of this amendment. In 
response to this amendment, all of Central America, as has been demonstrated, 
and perhaps all of Latin America, will attain a level of consensus never 
expected by the U.S. mercenaries and the owners of the large monopolies. 
Perhaps, if the United States risks launching «n intervention in Central 








America, it may encounter an anti-imperialist response of a kind that it 
never expected. Then, not just a Vietnam, but something worse than a 
Vietnam, would be created to oppose the United States.

(Text] QN. Cde Wilson, would you tell of some of your added responsibilities 
as trom the beginning ot June. 


WILSON: These relate mainly to Education and to Health. In the former area, 
we have all along been responsible for the maintenance of school buildings. 
Now we have in addition to look at furnishing, and to ensure text books get 
to the region and to the schools. We also have some direct responsibility 
to the teachers-for their housing, for example; and we will exercise a certain 


measure of supervision. 
ON: In what way do you propose to do so? 


WILSON: Well, the Education Officer, for example, will have to report directly 
to our Regional Administrative Council, and he will have to look to us for 
general assistance to get his work done. His movements within the area would 
be governed by the Regional Administration. 


ON: Does this mean that you would be hiring the teachers? 
WILSON: No; that remains the job of the Teaching Service Commission. But, 
in another month or two, salaries - including those of Education Officers- 


would be our responsibility. The Ministry of Education would in the first 
case pay a warrant into the Regional Sub-Treasury, and we would then handle 
the payment ot salaries directly. 


QN: Would you name some of the changes in Health? 

WILSON: Well, we have the Hospital Administrator as well as other Pub-ic 
Health personnel reporting directly to the Regional Administrative Council. 
It's also our job to look at supplies to the various institutions, including 


their relationship with the G.N.T.C. 


ON: How often will all these officers meet, as a body? 








WILSON: At least once monthly, for it is their obligation to attend, and sub- 
mit reports to the R.A.C. meeting each month. For the record, they include 
the Customs otticer. We follow up this monthly session with face - the - 
community meetings, at which we take along all the officers. 


ON: Woudl you care to point to any difference between your functions and 
those ot the one-time District Commissioner of two decades ago? 


WILSON: A big difference is that the D.C. was someone to whom the people came

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TALKS IN SURINAME POINT TO IMPROVED MUTUAL RELATIONS

A PERMANENT 
solution to Suriname’s 
border dispute with 
Guyana and the political 
and economic situation in 
the hemisphere and 
elsewhere are among 
matters being discussed 
right now in Paramaribo. 


Just over a weex ago, 
heads of Suriname’s 
diplomatic missions 
started the homeward 
trek for that country’s 
annua! heads of missions 
conference.

The conference also 
coincides with a genuine 
and obvious attempt by 
both Guyana and 
Suriname to improve 


relations between the two 
countries. 

The Chroniclehas learnt

The FP, headed by ex- 
premier Dr. Cheddi Jagan, 
said the weakening of state 
control of the industry would 
lead to cuts in employment 
and the syphoning from 
Guyana of ‘‘super profits.’’ 

With its economy in deep 
trouble, the Guyana Govern- 
ment has been having another 
look at expanding the role of 
the private sector. An official 
document said: ‘‘In the case of 
the bauxite industry, serious 
discussions are already under 
way with well-established 
firms to secure management, 
technological and marketing 
support as well as equity 
participation. 

“The government will 
pursue discussions with the 
companies with a sense of 
urgency to ensure the com- 

etion of studies (requested 
- the foreign companies) at 
the earliest practicable time 
and will aim at reaching an 
agreement? with a selected 
partner during the first 
quarter of 1983. 

But the PPP argued: ‘The 
measures being adopted will 
not save the economy or help 
the workers.’ It said the mere 
handing over of the bauxite 
industry to foreigners ‘will 
not benefit the national 
treasury or the work force.” 

‘‘Sacking are bound to rise, 
while su profits ‘as in the 
good old colonial days” will 


pour out of Guyana again 
unhindered."’ 


The PPP listed among the 
industry's problems: -- 
reduced demand for bauxite 
and a more than SO per cent 
production fall between 1971 
and 1981. Bauxite was 
nationalised in 1970—71 from 
its former North American 
owners Alcan and Reynolds. 


‘*At the root of the crisis are 
the neo-colonial licies, 
Structures, attitudes and 
hang-overs of the regime, with 
emphasis on its Western- 
oriented t.ade aid patterns, all 
tried and tested and proved 
worthless in 17 and a half 
years,’’ the PPP said. 

The party came out against 
‘“‘denationalisation in any 
form, including the selling of 
shares in the state-owned 
industry."' It said: ‘‘Guyana’s 
bauxite crisis needs radical 
surgery for recovery, not the 
sell-out deals the PNC (ruling 
— National Congress) is 
cooking up with the im- 
perialists at this. crucial 
juncture when Guyana ought 
to turn to the socialist bloc.” 

It reminded Guyanese of the 
roblems which Jamaica's 

uxite industry is facing, 
although largely dominated 
by foreign interests.

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ADDITIONAL AID FROM CANADA FOR FORESTRY DEVELOPMENT

[Text] CANADIAN financial assistance to forestry development in Guyana will 
shortly be extended to the tune of several million dollars more.

..The Chronicle learnt that under the new loan agreement sawmilling equipment 
will be bought and this will significantly boost timber exports. The Guyana 
Agricultural and Industrial Co-operative Development Bank (GAIBANK) has been 
charaged with the responsibility of monitoring the long-term loans, which are 
being made available at low interest rates. 


The money is being channelled through the Canadian International Development 
Agency (CIDA) which authorised Gaibank to act as the lending and co-ordinating 
agency. 


A fund has been established from repayments being made by the private and pub 
lic sector borrowers, and money from that fund is to be re-invested in the 
forestry sector for a period of 15 years. 


In the early stages of the five-year agreement, Canadian advisers came to Guyana 
and personnel from the forestry sector here were trained in relevant disciplines 
in Canada. 


Forestry is one of the areas of national emphasis. Reliable sources said timber 
exports have been on the increase in recent years. 
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Covernment revenue from timber exports is now being collected through the 
Marketing Unit of the Forestry Commission.

RAISE FOR DAIRYMEN--DAIRY farmers are to get a thirty-four per cent price in- 
crease for milk sold to the Livestock Development Company's milk plant. The 
new prices are expected to come into immediate effect, Georgetown Milk Plant 
Manager Dr. Steve Surujbally, said yesterday. Farmers will now receive three 
dollars per gallon. Until now the price has been 2,24 dollars per gallon. 
The increase is intended to stimulate increased milk production with a view 
to achieving national self-sufficiency in all areas of food production. In 
addition, the increase was granted in response to the long-standing demands 
of dairy farmers. The increase in the price paid to farmers is also expected 
to affect the price of milk sold to members of the public by the milk plant, 
Dr Surujbally explained. [Excerpts] [Georgetown GUYANA CHRONICLE in English

UNUTILIZED FARM LOANS--THERE is growing concern in agricultural circles over 
the non-utilisation of some $6 million now available for lending to local 
farmers. This growing concern was ventilated this week at a meeting chaired 

by Vice-President for Agriculture Hamilton Green and attended by National and 
Reyional Development Minister Robert Corbin and representatives from a number 
of relevant agencies. To match this concern, the meeting decided to launch 

an intensive programme aimed at sensitising farmers about the credit facilities 
available to them under the Food Crop Production and Marketing Programme 
(FCP&M). Under the FCP&M programme which is being partially financed by a $4 
million (US) ($G12 million) Inter-American Development Bank (IDB) loan, credit 
to the tune of $9 million (G) was made available for small farmers in the food 
crop area for the purchasing of agricultural inputs and the laying down of 
infrastructural works. Loans ranging from G$36000 to G$360 000 are available 
to individuals and co-operative groups cultivating in the food crop area, which 
is spread out in seven regions. Meanwhile, commenting on the other aspects 

ot the FCP&M programme, an agricultural official explained that five of the 

six marketing centres and five extension centres to be established under the 
programme should be completed by the end of this year. Produce covering all 
crops except rice, sugar cane, coffee and bananas will be purchased by the 
Guyana Marketing Corporation (GMC) at the marketing cent es.

SEAGA INTRODUCES SWEEPING CHANGES IN HOUSING POLICY 
Kingston THE DAILY GLEANER in English 28 Jul 82 pp 1, 17 


{Text ] SWEEPING CHANGES IN THE ROLES of the National Housing Trust and other 
public housing and mortgage institutions were announced by the Prime Minister, 
the Rt. Hon. Edward Seaga, in the House of Representatives, yesterday. 


Opening the third Sectoral Debate which is concerned with physical development, 
the Prime Minister said the National Housing Trust will be converted into a 
mortgage finance institution, exclusively to operate on a commercially viable 
basis in providing mortgages to contributors. 


The only difference between the N.H.T. in its new role and the building soci- 
eties will be that the N.H.T. will be giving priority to persons earning $100 
and less per week in wages. 


The N.H.T. will cease to operate the lottery system of selecting persons for 
houses. Instead the contributor will be required to go and find a home" and 
seek the mortgage through the N.H.T. 


Persons over the age of 45 who have been contributing to the N.H.T. but who 
were not eligible for homes because of their age, will now be eligible on the 
same basis as other contributors. 


Under the new system, the onus will be on the individual to find a house and 
seek the assistance required to purchase it, he stressed. 


However, because the N.H.T. mortgage rates will be cheaper than other agencies, 
the amount of mortgage money available may not be equivalent to the number 
of persons seeking mortgages from the agency. 


Therefore, it will be necessary to establish a system of priority treatment; 
and a priority index will be prepared. 


The first priority in entitlement for any contributor will be the number of 
years as a contributor. 


A points system will be introduced which will give priority to persons earning 
under $100 per week, between $100 and $200 per week and over $200 per week, 
in that order. 
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A tax-free mortgage bond will be introduced which is to be marketed by the 
Jamaica Mortgage Bank and which will also afford points towards getting a 
mortgage from the NHT. 


In 1983/84, it is expected that contributors who are eligible for refunds will 
suck some $20 million out of the scheme. 


Mr. Seaga said that it was simple to expect that, because, Why should any in- 
dividual leave money in a system in which they may never benefit? 


Withthe introduction of the mortgage bonds, it is proposed that some of the 
$20 million will be drawn back into the system next year 


Mr. Seaga also announced that the Jamaica Mortgage Bank is to be transformed 
into a viable financial institution: for the purposes of: mobilising loan funds 
locally and overseas to wholesale to primary lenders; providing secondary mor- 
tgage facilities; providing mortgage insurance. 


The Caribbean Housing Finance Corporation is to expand primary mortgage lending 
with funds from the Jamaica Mortgage Bank, including non-N.H.T. contributors, 
to take over and service mortgages of the Ministry of Construction. 


The Ministry of Construction is to expand its capacity to build houses by im- 
proving the flow of finance and development of adequate systems for the produc- 
tion of low-cost houses. 


Referring to the changes at the NHT, the Prime Minister said there was an ad- 
vantage and disadvantage in the lottery system. 


The advantage of the system was that it was impartial. However, the disadvan- 
taye was that there was widespread frustration among contributors because there 
was no means of ensuring that they would get a benefit although contributing 
all their life. 


Having put in the contribution, you will never know if you will ever get it 
out. Those now nearing seven years’ contribution will on the seventh year 
have their opportunity to withdraw. 


The first withdrawals will be in 1983/84, and it can be expected that they 
will take advantage of the $20 million which is eligible for refund, because 
why should any individual leave money in a system in which they may not benefit. 


We propose that the contributors go and find a home and seek the mortgages 
as they would do through the building societies, through the National Housing

Trust. 


Mr. Seaga said that the new system would also be of tremendous benefit to peo- 
ple in the rural areas and who can now join the Trust and save to become eli- 
vible for houses. 
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We are putting the man in a perspective where he can plan. We now have a sys- 
tem where people over 45 must contribute, but are not eligible for benefits. 
We say that should not be so and we are changing that." 


Mr. Seaga said that the bonds which will be issued by the J.M.B. will also be 
issued abroad and arrangements are being made to protect Jamaicans overseas 
trom being ripped off'' by developers. Theywill be able to purchase the bonds 
through the neighbourhood banks. 


Jamaicans abroad will also be able under the system, to obtain mortgage funds 
abroad for financing houses they want to acquire in Jamaica. 


The Ministry of Construction will now be concentrating on low-income houses 
of less than $30,000 per unit, and a total of $400 million is expected to be 
mobilised in the public sector to build 10,000 to 12,000 houses annually over 
the next three years. This is compared with 4,000 annually built over the 
last ten years. 


The necessary technology has now been found to construct the under $30,000 
units, in addition to cheaper homes which are to be provided under the Start- 
A-Home" and Build On Own Home" schemes. 


The prefabricated units for under $30,000 will be constructed by the Ministry 
of Construction, as well as by private-sector firms who have demonstrated the 
capacity to build at that level. 


The private sector will concentrate on houses valuing over $30,000, of which 
4,000 units are expected to be built over the next three years, a figure which 
ne Prime Minister said he felt was moderate" in terms of the housing construc- 
tion projections in other sectors. 


Mr. Seaya also said that 1,000 houses are shortly to be constructed locally 
by an American investor who will not only construct the houses, but will be 
providing his own mortgage money, as has been demanded by the Government. 


Currently, some 2,442 houses are being built by the private sector, of which 
1,339 cost less than $100,000; 374 cost between $100,000 and $150,000; 425 
cost between $150,000 and $200,000; and 304 cost more than $200,000. 


In the next three years the public sector is expected to construct some 36,0V00 
houses which, added to the 4,000 in the private sector, would average between 
11,000 and 13,000 houses annually, compared with the former average of 4,000 
annually. 


Mr. Seaga said that the country needed at least 15,000 h uses to be constructed 


innually to catch up with the national needs and this was the closest it has 
ever come to its target. There is a shortfall now of 50,000 houses, he said.

TREATMENT OF COUNTRY IN U.S. PRESS CRITICIZED 
ABC Television Report Cited 
Mexico City EXCELSIOR in Spanish 23 Jul 82 p 6-A 
[Commentary by Leon Garcia Soler: "Gavin's Opinion--Through the Looking Glass" ] 


[Text] “The problems of Central America could spread to Mexico, and this con- 
cerns us, as it does many Mexicans. There are economic injustices and there 
are social injustices. We acknowledge these, as do the Mexicans. We would 
like to see them corrected, as would the Mexicans, for reasons which are very 
obvious." Ambassador John Gavin made this statement in a document prepared 
for the ABC television network. Thank you, John. 


On this occasion there will be no reproaches directed by the conservatives 
toward Minister of Foreign Relations Jorge Castaneda de la Rosa. There will 

be none because the secretary of foreign relations said during the same tele- 
cast that the U.S. ambassador was mistaken. '"The tensions and the violence 

in Mexico are of a completely different nature from those in Guatemala," Casta- 
neda said. While the ambassador believes that people's wars can spread by 
contagion, the foreign minister points out that they are caused by internal 
conditions. 


It is natural that the press in the United States, and in all the countries 

of the world, should devote time and space to what is happening in Mexico cur- 
rently. We have just had elections. Soon there will be a new government with 
a new president of the republic at its head. Wherever there are elections, 
there are journalists. Mexico is a neighbor of the United States and is located 
veographically and emotionally in the Central American and Caribbean region, 
where there exists today a threat of a regional conflict and the conversion 

of the struggles of the people for liberations into a war of economic interesis 
and for hegemony in the East-West struggle. 


The way in which the U.S. press approaches and analyzes our situation and our 
problems is natural, but it nonetheless is a worry to Mexicans. The way in 
which magazines with vast circulation, such as TIME, discuss the change of 
authority in Mexico with emphasis on the personal failings of our government 
leaders, report on the house being built by President Lopez-Portillo, in full 
but illogical conjunction with the economic problems oz the country and the 
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devaluation, is hardly encouraging, nor is the way they anticipate the ten- 
dencies of candidate Miguel de la Madrid, whom they view solely as a timid 
individual educated in the United States and characterived by presumably reli- 
vious inclinations. 


lt is worrisome, but by no means should we yield to the temptation to see a 
threat or an imperial plot to destroy the stability of our country behind each 
line of type or telecast. The U.S. journalists have their style of journalism, 
and although they may be guilty of the sin of evil intent and the abuse of 

half truths, the fact is that there are economic and social injustices in our 
country. The fact is that President Lopez-Portillo is building a house, and 
not a few Mexicans are joking about it. 


But when these journalistic reports include the views of Ambassador John Gavin, 
the cause for alarm increases, although justification of it may not be simple. 
it will become a matter of speculation about the functions of the U.S. ambas- 
sador if we presume that they also reflect a different view of our affairs, 
that the mirrors in which they see us and we see ourselves provide different 
images. And this is if we want to be optimistic. 


Unfortunately, there are more important and better reasons for a pessimistic 
view. The tensions and the violence existing in Central America involve the 
direct participatior of the United States Government. It does not conceal 
this and is contributing its economic, moral and military support to the mili- 
tary governments in the regions, and even the paramilitary groups which cross 
frontiers and do battle with legally established government forces. 


We do not imagine that each line of print appearing in the U.S. press has to 
do with espionage or destabilization. But we do pay attention to what they 
say about us and what they expect of us, interpreting it through our mirror 
view. Today they have announced that the Washington government will support 





a return to democracy in the Republic of Chile. Just yesterday they supported 
the removal of Salvador Allende's government. 


In each instance they voice their version of democracy. Let us see how the 
U.S. words echo in ours.

To the same end, U.S. television prepared a special 
program lasting an hour in which Ambassador John Gavin endorsed these fallacious 
statements. 


fhese actions by the imperialists, pursued within their own frontiers, are 

a part of what is commonly called a "cold war," i.e., a period of psychological 
preparation of the people to accept the undertaking of aggression against other 
peoples as natural. 


These ccld war actions against Mexico which the U.S. government and monopolies 
have undertaken have the short-term goal of frightening the Mexican government, 
both the present government and that which will shortly take office, in an 
effort to force them to submit to the dictates of Washington in the realms 

of foreign and domestic policy. 


Some political factions within our country, those of the extreme profascist 
right wing, provocative Trotskyism and the vacillating left wing, have joined 
in these antipatriotic efforts. These factions, using the comparative irreg- 
ularities which occurred during the recent electoral process, which they ex- 
aggerate excessively, as a pretext, are engaging in a series of activities 
outside the laws of the country, designed to encourage the false reports abroad 
which meet the needs of the current stage of imperialist aggression against 


Mexico. 


There were in fact irregularities in the electoral process which without a 
doubt affected the Popular Socialist Party more than other groups. But it is 
also true that the electoral process has its own procedures estahlished by 
law for submitting complaints and presenting challenges. 


Such reactionary groups as the National Action Party (PAN), Mexican Democratic 
Party (PDM) and the so-called Social Democratic Party (PSD), having recourse 
to activities which have nothing to do with the procedures of the electoral 
process, the interests of the people or our historical nationalist traditions, 
have the intention of serving the aggressive campaign of the imperialists.

Other groups are using false leftist terminology in referring to a "monstrous 
electoral fraud" in their parades, meetings and press statements as well. The 
so-called Revolutionary Workers Party (PRT), the Mexican section of the Fourth 
International (Trotskyite), is in reality a small group lacking both structure 
and strength, in which certain government employees, some due to naivete and 
others out of complicity with the U.S. imperialists, the world sponsors of 
Trotskyism, have attempted to give it a belligerant nature as a national

political party, even violating the legislation in effect. This provocative 
and antinational group, which an improper effort is being made to get regis- 
tered, is now also asking for deputy seats, although it has no right to them. 
in reality, this is only a pretext to enable it to play its role in the imperi- 
alist campaign against Mexico. 


lt is not surprising that the Trotskyites should act thus. What seems illogical 
is the complicity of the Unified Socialist Party of Mexico (PSUM), an organiza- 
tion which claims to be leftist and formally uses respectable symbols of the 
workers class, and which has had no scruples about aligning itself publicly 

with the representatives of the Fourth International in Mexico in this campaign. 


Both groups are acting with cynical dishonesty in stating that they stole votes 
"to make a gift of them to the PPS," without contributing a shred of proof. 


The Popular Socialist Party energetically rejects this provocative lie by the 
Trotskyites who are claiming, some of them openly in the PRT, while others 
have infiltrated the PSUM, that the PPS has based and does base its status as 
a national party on the number of its member and not on the record showing 
the number of votes. The PPS has never gore around begging votes. 


the PPS denounces the complicity of these forces in the imperialist campaign 
against Mexico. 


The attack on the Popular Socialist Party in this instance conceals a real 
attack upon the legitimate triumph won by the democratic, patriotic and anti- 
imperialist forces in the 4 July elections. 


Having exhausted the right-wing forces, the Trotskyites, imperialists and reac- 
Lionaries are now trying to create a false image of a basically fraudulent 
electoral process to create doubt about the legitimacy of the election in order 
to encourage electoral abstention which would enable them to manipulate and 
exert pressure on the future president of Mexico.

Charges of Distortions

[Text | In recent days there have been various attacks, inconsistencies and 
contradictions originating with John Gavin, leaders of the PAN [National Action 
Party], the PSUM [Unified Socialist Party of Mexico] and the PRT [Revolutionary 
Workers Party] to complicate the political picture, in an attempt to change 

the present balance of national forces. 


On two occasions, Ambassador John Gavin has compared Mexico with Central 
America, stating that there are similar problems which are very serious and 
might erupt at any moment. 





In the Sunday television program devoted to Mexico and transmitted to the 
American Union by ABC, journalist Redker said that "Mexico is not immune to the 
upsets in Central America and nowhere is this more evident than in the rural 
sector, where there are violent disputes for the land...." He went on to intro- 
duce two peasants who came out in favor of a "new revolution." 


Various American publications have in recent weeks carried reports on our na- 
tional reality in which they grotesquely distorted it, both in terms of planned 
onesidedness and the notorious exaggeration in their approach to our major 
national problems. 


These same sources have mentioned the possibility--behind which is concealed a 
political requirement--that the government of Miguel de la Madrid will change 
foreign policy to the point of making it fully consistent with the guidelines 
of the State Department. 


At the last PSUM-PRT gathering held at the Monument to the Revolution, attended 
by only some 800 persons, there was no great interest on the part of national 
television photographers, but the U.S. networks were represented. When the 
group of demonstrators reached the offices of the secretary of government, 
where some workers were engaged in masonry tasks, someone handed them Trotsky-~- 
ite banners, and the U.S. reporters used this scene to make it seem that there 
is discontent even at the secretariat which deals with political affairs. 
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The “hunger strike" organized by the PSD [Social Democratic Party] in front of 
the secretariat of government was widely reported in the press and on televi- 
sion in the neighboring country, despite the fact that of the 14 persons ini- 
tially scheduled to carry out this act of protest there were often only between 
4 and 7, reflecting the seriousness of the Sanchez Aguilar group. 


All of these things, as well as the appeal by Pablo Emilio Madero urging that 
the Human Rights Commission of the OAS supervise the elections last 4 July, 
are being processed more for foreign than for domestic consumption. 


These political forces, which are allied in their work, are trying to persuade 
the public in the United States that a tremendous electoral fraud has occurred 
in Mexico, that the triumph of Miguel de la Madrid has no legitimacy at all, 
and that since he does not have even the most basic popular support, he will 
be a weak president who will be unable to negotiate with the national bour- 
veoisie or with the government of Ronald Reagan. 


When Gavin repeatedly compares Mexico to El Salvador and Central America, he 
is spreading the false idea that we have that kind of situation where popular 
discontent and the blocking of democratic paths are concerned, wherein all 
that is lacking is the expression of an armed revolution or the development 
ol a civil war. To this we must add the boast of the PRT that it will create 
upsets in the countr’, as if we were not aware of the real strength of the 
Trotskyites, of which there are only groups at some of the universities. 


Some national political leaders have contributed to the orchestration of this 
political campaign against our national interests. First of all, it was thanks 
to the PAN that the demand was made for a foreign body to oversee the electoral 
process, and then there were the desertions by PAN members in the state of 
Sonora, with one of them seeking asylum at the Yankee consulate in Hermosillo, 
as well as the charge by one of them that the regional leaders of this party 
are closely affiliated with employers" groups. 








Thep a part of the PSUM leadership has become entangled in internal contradic- 
tions. At first, Deputy Carlos Sanchez Cardenas acknowledged the triumph of 
Misuuel de la Madrid at one of the sessions of the Federal Electoral Commission, 
even praising him, according to the minutes, but then other leaders clearly 
denied his victory, adopting the same attitude as the PAN in condemning the 
cntire electoral process. 


lhe leaders of the PRT exceeded the limit of exaggeration in their conduct. 
First they censured the future government of Miguel de la Madrid a priori, 
without cven waiting for the appointment of his cabinet, before making a respon- 
sible statement. They ridiculed the Chamber of Deputies, saying that "the 
deputies will serve for 3 years, but the shame will last a lifetime," and then 
Mrs Ibarra de Piedra called the political system "rotten," going on to say, 

in a culmination of the contradiction, that she would like to be a deputy! 


later, the PSUM committee for the federal district launched a political alliance 
with the PRT, despite the fact that this relationship was opposed in the polit- 
ical commission by the Gascon, Jaramillo and Velasco group, because they 
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believe that this means doing--as it does--a magnificent favor for a force 
which is divisive par excellence and by tradition. 


However, one cause for this confusion, among others, is the preliminary figures 
which were ananounced by the secretary of government on 5 July, and which it 
was said then were based on the balloting at 73 percent of the polling places 
throughout the country. 


As the electoral process developed, these figures and trends were not maintained 
nor did they increase, but declined, without any logical and satisfactory ex- 
planation, such that all the minority parties were affected, including the 
Popular Socialist Party, which "lost" more than 150,000 votes. 


Who provided Enrique Olivares Santana with this data? From what documentary 
base was it obtained? What is the reason for the variations downward? Why, 
if, as the figures show, the Social Democratic Party and the Authentic Party 
of the Mexican Revolution lost their registry status, no official statement 
has been made? Why, if the PRT, as the results show, is not entitled to pro- 
portional representation deputies, has there been no official statement on 
this either? 


The delay on these issues must be overcome such as to clarify the current po- 
litical situation.

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MORE RESTRICTIVE CEPROFIS POLICY ANNOUNCED 
Mexico City EXCELSIOR in Spanish 26 Jul 82 p 4-A

[Text] The Secretariat of Finance and Public Credit announced yesterday that 
in connection with the austerity program a more selective policy will be applied 
in the granting of Fiscal Promotion Certificates (CEPROFIS). 


Mauricio de Maria y Campos, director general of the Office of Fiscal Promotion 
of that secretariat, made this statement yesterday, after reporting that incen- 
tives totaling 2 billion pesos have been granted up to now to companies which 
raised wages by 30, 20 and 10 percent and maintained their employment levels. 


He said that this year it is estimated that CEPROFIS will grant 40 billion 
pesos; however, he explained: 'We have had to cut back a bit because of the 
austerity program and will be a little more selective in this regard." 


Next he mentioned the incentives granted to companies which, after devaluation 
and price increases of 30, 20 and 10 percent, matched these with wage raises 
and did not reduce their personnel staffing. 


He said that the incentives process has not ended but has been extended until 
the end of the month; therefore, it is still difficult to determine the exact 
amount to be granted to companies which apply these guidelines. 





However, he said that up to now companies have been granted about 2 billion 
pesos and insisted that incentives continue to be granted. 


He added that, as always, it is expected that during the last few days of the 
authorization period for requesting these incentives there will be a great 
number of companies registering and that around the end of August the exact 
amount of funds expended for this purpose will be known with exactitude. 


De Maria y Campos said that quite a few companies have requested this support, 
not only the big companies but also the small two-employee companies and bank 
and commercial institutions. 


In this regard, he concluded by saying that this is the first time incentives 
have been granted which cover all companies, not only industrial companies, but 
also commercial and service companies which generally are not eligible for this 
kind of incentive.

| Interview with Gen Arturo Durazo Moreno, director general of the Police and 
Traffic Department, at his office by Miguel Cabildo and Ignacio Ramirez; date 
not given] 


[Text] Gen Arturo Durazo Moreno said: "I have no fear of an internal coup; 
that is laughable. We only arrested nine persons who had already divided up 

the pie and left me nothing. The president appointed me chief of police, and 

| am leaving with him. As for the Tula case, that is a 'mess' which has 
nothing to do with me. I do not kill my enemies, so why would I kill someone 

[ do not even know? The investigation is ongoing; that was a fight between 
subversives...I have no opinion about Nassar Haro; everything is being handled 
by the American judicial system. I have no ties with the CIA, the ambassador, 
his decurity guards, drug trafficking agents...I am not an extortionist; I am 
not that stupid...We are concerned about new outbreaks of subversion. Recent- 
ly, police officers have been assassinated in the style of the 23 September 
League...There is only 15 percent corruption in the police department. 'Bribes' 
will be eliminated when the police are paid well...Our image is being changed; 
our cells are no longer the dark dungeons they used to be. Now they smell of 
lotion...The police are not strikebreakers; when we are called on a timely 
basis, there are not even any deaths...I have no political aspirations, however, 
if they call upon me for the next government, here is one general who is ready 
to go...Let people talk. Let them say what they want. We are Mexicans, not 
Yugoslavs, Chinese or anything like that, however, we are doing a lot of harm 
to one another. They are not harming me! They will well remember me..." 


Interviewed in his office on the fourth floor of the Directorate General of 
Police and Traffic [DGPyT], surrounded by his closest aides, in the midst of 
pictures, diplomas, statuettes, badges, books, red telephones and others of 
different colors, General Durazo Moreno spoke with these reporters for 1 anda 
half hours, at times seriously and at times lightheartedly. In spite of his 
readiness to answer all questions put to him, there were times when his 
advisers tried to turn a question aside. 
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[Question] General, there has been a lot of talk about a "coup" which a group 
of officials in the police department were planning in order to remove you 
trom oftice, along with your closest aides, including, it ws said, some of 
Miguel de la Madrid's people. What was that all about? Was that a serious 
problem? 


[Answer] No, what nonsense; that is enough to make me laugh. There were nine 
chiefs, including the head of the violations division, who have already been 
punished. Others were former members of the police department, whom I got rid 
of for various reasons. There is an Honor Board which is handling this matter. 
They probably wanted to be police chiefs and did not care what banner or docu- 
mentation they sold. Since they are very good buddies with Tom, Dick and 

Harry, they even had promises of positions. They had their chief, deputy chief, 
ete. In a word: they had divided up the pie. They did not leave me a crumb, 
those bastards! 


[Question] It has been said that they removed documents from the police depart- 
ment. What kind of documents? Of what were they found guilty? 


|Answer| The Honor Board, I repeat, has that responsibility. Look, I did not 
want to get involved in that. However, because of the accusations they made 
ayainst me, IL ordered Col Mario Mena Hurtado (director of traffic) to give me 
a more detailed report. Is that not so, Mena? 


[Question] On the basis of the information you received, can you place the 
blame? 


|Answer| Yes. But we have rules and regulations. We are not allowed to reveal 


or talk about what is done here. Those fellows were revealing information 
which for us, as a paramilitary organization, is secret. I have only 5 months 
and a tew days left and certainly I will leave with the president. But there 
is one thing that is very important: it would be criminal for me not to give 
the people the truth of the matter. They are not going to do me any harm; 


remember what I am telling you. 


(At this point, at the express request of the general, one of his advisers read 
paragraphs V, XI and XIII of Article 70 of the Police Rules and Regulations 
relating to activities proscribed for members of the police department, to wit: 
lo take an active part as police officers in demonstrations, meetings or other 
assemblies of a political nature; to incite in any way the commission of 

crimes or misdemeanors; and to reveal information or orders given to them. 


(In connection with this subject, Gen Carlos Bermudez Davila, security and 
lovistics coordinator of the then PRI [Institutional Revolutionary Party] 
candidate for the presidency of the republic, said that at the proper time it 
would be Miguel de la Madrid himself who would direct the efforts to create a 
new image for the metropolitan police department. He said that this was 
totally alien to the actions taken by attorneys named Jasso and Omana and a 
military man by the name of Lopez Portillo with a view to the so-called 
reorganization of the DGPyT and described them as "crafty devils," in the words 
ot Miguel de la Madrid. According to official accounts, these persons 
removed documents of a confidential nature with the complicity of several 
police department employees. ) 
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(Question] General, what shape was the police department in when you took 
over and what shape will it be in when you leave it? Can you give us a balance 


sheet? 


[Answer] There was nothing to brag about. The administrative section did not 
even exist. When the president honored me by appointing me chief of the metro- 
politan police department there were 25 to 30 armed robberies per day; now 
there are 1 or 2, and these are because of hunger. The 23 September Communist 
League was in existence but was rooted out in a year and a half; there were one 
or two kidnapings per week and the same number of bank robberies. Now, these 
things happen once in a while; thus far this year we have had five, which I 
consider very few. That is quite satisfactory for a city in which there is so 
much turmoil. 


[Question] Has all the department's corruption been ended? 
Pp P 


[Answer] Well, it is not possible to eliminate corruption completely. If I 
said so, IL would be lying; and I do not want to deceive anyone. The salaries 
are minimal: a police officer earns 8,000 plus pesos, minus deductions. 
Therefore, you can imagine how a policeman lives. However, people make him an 
offer, and he, out of necessity, often takes the money. For that reason, the 
guy who kills the cow and the guy who eats the steak are both guilty. People, 
for the most part, are very corrupt; however, they always put the blame on the 
policeman. There is always a tendency at the world level to chop him up. Thus, 
everyone, if he sees a policeman, drives his car right at him. I can show you 
that at the street corner anytime you want. Look, that is a terrible thing! 
There are things that we ourselves must learn: to be educated. We are al] 
Mexicans; we are not Yugoslavs, Chinese or anything of the kind to make us 
tear each other to pieces. 


[Question] We are now going to remind you of your own words about putting an 
end to "bribes." Do you think that will be possible one day? 


[Answer] I say that when the police are well paid "bribes" will end. Now they 
know they will go to jail; I cannot say they are right doing things they should 
not do. Police officers have to know that I am going to put them away. Of 

the 6 years which have already gone by, 11,500 officers were dismissed and 
1,300 others were put in jail. 


[Question] General, we know that there is corruption at all levels of govern- 
ment. ts it serious in the police department? 


[Answer] Well, I feel that we have 15 percent corruption here. Therefore, 

one of the major successes of the president was the establishment of the Police 
Academy which has given us the guidelines for cleaning out the police depart- 
ment. Young police officers are imbued with honesty in all senses of the word. 


[Question] Now that you mention dismissed police officers and officers who 
have been put in jail, in the report on activities of the DGPyT during this 
6-year period, there is mention of 45 confrontations with guerrillas. How did 
these happen? 
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[Answer| Well, my memory is not that good; I would have to be a magician. 
iverything has been duly published in the media. Do you remember the infamous 
"Piojo Negro" [Black Louse] and "Piojo Blanco" [White Louse]. They laughed at 


us because they said these guys did not exist. And then they showed up. We 
have not hidden anyone. 


[Question] What was your most shocking experience as chief of the police 
department ? 


|Answer| The 23 Setpember League because of the terrible assassinations, in 
such cold blood. They enjoyed killing groups of policemen; one morning, they 
killed 12. Up to now they have shown compassion to no one. A few of them are 
still left; but they have fallen off. 


[Question] Has any recent outbreak of subversion been detected? 
[Answer] Recently they once again killed several policemen, and that could be 
a new outbreak of subversion. We are concerned about it. We are conducting a 


big investigation. 


[Question] Are they members of the league? 





|Answer] We are concerned because that is their style of assassinations: the 
slain policemen were tortured and were given the coup de grace. There are 
still a lot of people imitating them. They read those books by Madera, and 
those things are always dangerous. 


(A brief interruption by his aides who gave details about how the police offi- 
cers were killed, each by at least two gunshots, in addition to the torture to 
which they were subjected. Durazo Moreno then commented on a question asked 


by these reporters to the effect that previously crime was described as "short 
pants" while it is now called "long pants," that is, more scientific. However, 
it is not that way for the general. According to him, years ago crime was more 
scientitic. There were more famous cases; however, now he only remembers one 
thief, "El Carrizos" [The Reed], now in prison, who, among other, burglarized 
the homes of famous persons, such as President Luis Echeverria and the mansion 
o! ballerina Olga Breeskin, where he perhaps learned the fancy footwork he used 
to evade the police on more than one occasion.) 


"Now there is no longer any organized crime in Mexico," the police chief added. 
"We wiped that out when we caught the first guerrillas in Mexico. When they 
were working in General de la Republica, in Jalapa, they were members of the 
Revolutionary Action Movement. I put them in the Federal Security Peniten- 


tiary."' 


(Up to this point we have published General Durazo's com.ents on the subject. 
He indicated his willingness to continue the talk. "Ask, ask; I am not afraid 
of anything...") : 


[Question] General, when bodies were discovered in the Tula River, there were 
two accounts of what had happened. First, it was the reason for Nassar Haro's 














resignation. Second, they were Central and South American bank robbers on whom 
a great deal of money was found--someone even said there were 300 million--an 
incident that involved you... 


[Question] But do you believe that? 

(Another of his aides intervened: "That is just conjecture!") 
[Question] General, we are not making any assertion. 
[Answer] Let them finish! Because that, too, is laughable. 
[Question] That was not as assertion on our part. 


[Answer] No, but vou are asking why I was brought into this litigation. It is 
one mess that did not and does not involve me, right? All of us policemen are 
working on that case. What is more I am not going to lower myself in the eyes 
of the police by taking on a burden that they have not even laid on me. And 
you can ask anyone up and down the line about that. Ask the police, those on 
the corner of the street, whether I take money. They know who it is that makes 
demands on them and how far they go; do not think they are so dumb. Why do you 
think I get rid of them with the greatest of ease, come on, tell me? Not one 
of them turned on me, I wager. Why? Because I have nothing to fear. I tell 
my police officers quite simply: I brought you in and I will put you out. lI 
have neither friends nor buddies. If I dismissed my brothers-in-law, am I not 
going to fire Tom, Dick and Harry? Remember, over time they are going to speak 
well of me, because so long as I am here no one is going to put anything over 
on me. That is how things are in Mexico. 


[Question] You say that the investigation is ongoing in the Tula case... 


[Answer] That case is ongoing and must re resolved. It cannot remain pending. 
We know more or less how things are going. 


[Question] How are things going? 


[Answer] We have reached a conclusion, because all of us police chiefs are 
taking, part, not only I. Why only Durazo? Why do I have to be the only police 
chief? The conclusion is this: it was a fight between subversives, kind of a 
challenge among themselves, also because of the nasty way in which they threw 
them into the river. Do you think that the police would do such a thing? 

Least of all me. I do not kill my enemies, and even less people I know. But 
there is no lack of laughable bastards who incriminate a person. 


[Question] There is another question: In some cases the police act with 
surprising rapidity to clear up certain crimes. What will failure to resolve 
the Tula case mean later for this government? 


[Answer] When we take on the guerrillas do not believe that it is such an easv 
thing. When you grab one or two of them then you can say: "Now I have done 
it 


That is when everything comes out. Did you understand me? People think 
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that guerrillas or bank robbers are grabbed just like that--not even if you 
were a magician. Now then, why has no one claimed the bodies? What does that 
mean? That they were subversives. What are we telling you about this? They 
strike a hlow and off we go! But everything is resolved in life, with time. 


{Question|] What do you think about the Nassar Haro case? 


[Answer] I do not know anything. I do not like to tell lies. I tell you that 
we are all Mexicans and must not make up things. Everything is in the hands of 
the American judicial system. They are the ones to place the blame, and I can- 
not speak about something of which I know nothing. I would be a traitor to 
Mexico. 


[Question] Following the charges places against Nassar Haro, there was talk 
of CLA intervention in the Federal Directorate of Security. Has the DGPyT been 
infiltrated? 


[Answer] I honestly know nothing about the CIA's intervention. I have no con- 
tact with any of that. Nor have I contact with the ambassador, his security 
vsuards who, of course, speak with us every now and again, with the narcotics 
ayents when there is something going on... 


{Question] What has been the cooperation between the Mexican police and other 
foreign police forces? 


(Instead of answering the question, Durazo Moreno ordered that pictures, photos, 
diplomas, badges and even a message from the Pope, which he had received during 
his term in recognition of his efforts, be taken down.) "Imagine, the friend- 
ship here which they are pushing at me. I have been decorated in the United 
States and even the Russians have visited me," he said with pride. 


lhe smile of satisfaction appeared not only on the general's face but also on 
those ot his colleagues who brought the photos to the desk in all of which he 
appeared in full dress uniform. 'We cooperate with all of them..." 


|[Question] And more than that, General, with organizations in this country, 
some of which are unconstitutional. 


(Another of his aides approached to answer instead of Durazo. Once again with 
The Police Rules and Regulations in his hand, he read articles 159 through 164 
of Chapter II on the subject of the Secret Service, wherein its activities are 
set forth.) 


[Question] But they are unconstitutional. 


[Answer] Prevention is a way of life in Mexico. It is -_rue that the DIPD 
[Crime Prevention Investigation Division] previously was an abomination. That 
is why | fired the chiefs. There is corruption which should be rooted out 
because many are taking advantage of their positions. The law has to be 
respected, and I respect it a great deal. That is what we are here for, to 
remove all your cancers. With crime prevention we have had outstanding suc- 
cess. I am happy. However, how are the people going to have confidence in 
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the police if we tear such confidence apart in the press and in many other 
places? Now I want to ask you something. When you were robbed in the Zona 
Rosa, tell me flat out: Were you assaulted? Now go to France or the United 
States after 1900 hours. Right? Here you have security, gentlemen; you have 
security. 


[Question] To what do you attribute society's very bad image of the police? 


[Answer] You know that we Mexicans are naturally unruly; that is the truth. 
We have no humanism. But we are not going to get on the right track with so 
many superheated things happening. Once in a while someone leaves jail and a 
few days later goes back in. And then we ask: "Say, brother, what is happen- 
ing to you? Who is running you around?" 


[Question] What can you tell us about police corruption and the clandestine 
jails? 


|Answer| There is no longer any of that in any part of the city; I would not 
permit it. Those are stories made up by the people. Previously in this city 

a police officer or commander had a certain number of criminals at his disposi- 
tion. Now they all belong to me; no one gets out without my signature. I| am 
directly responsible. We also put an end to the practice of "Saturdays" and 
"Sundays." They are no longer used; they are legend. Our celis are no longer 
the dark dungeons they once were; now they smell of lotion. Here, even crime 
is handed with good taste. 


[Question] There are quite a few reports of police intervention to break 
strikes. To mention a case in point, the Pascual Bar. 


[Answer] The police arrived after the shootout. When they call us in time no 
one gets killed. In the Pascual case, it is my understanding that those slain 
were shot outside, that they had tried to enter and were fired at. In labor 
actions which take place once or twice a day no one has even been wounded, 
including all the demonstrations. Two notaries are going to attest that the 
police do not carry guns. Anyone who does is put in jail and his chief is 
fired. 


(At this point in the interview, his aides repeatedly looked at their watches. 
The telephones rang almost in unison. The secretary came in and out carrying 
messages. The tape of the official recorder had run out but no one bothered 
about that. It was then that the general was asked to continue the interview 
from another angle: his private life, his interests and his friendship with 
the president of the republic.) 


[Answer] Do you mean to say there is more? Look, this is already too much. 
| surrender! 


[Question] General, tell us about your childhood, your interests, your wealth 
and your ambitions. 
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[Answer] ("Blacky," as he has been known since childhood, waxed nostalgic.) 
As a kid, I was a real scrapper; I liked to punch people. I studied at the 
Higher School of Commerce and Administration. I worked in the Mexican Bank. 
| was almost an accountant; but I did not graduate. I spent 2% years as a 
truck driver. Pepe (the president), Luis (the former president) and I had a 
very big gang in the Valle district. The three of us drank like fishes. 


[Question] Then, you are police chief because of your friendship with the 
president? 


[Answer] I was born a policeman. I have been one all my life. I have been 
here 34 yeras. The president appointed me chief of police and when he goes 


I go with him. 


[Question] It is said that you are a very rich man. 





[Answer] Not very. After being an agent in the Federal Directorate of Security 
[ vot into the trailer truck business in Chihuahua, where I made my money. 

Atter that, I returned to the police department because at that time there 

were weighing stations that were stealing everything from the trucks, so I 

said to myself if I am in the police department maybe they will not steal from 


me. 
[Question] How many trucks do you now have? 


{Answer|] I had 14, but I sold them all and returned to General de la Republica 
where I became the number one chief. Now I only have my house. You can check 
out when I bought it and how much it cost me. 


[Question] Which one of all the houses? 


[Answer] No, no, no. What do you mean "which one of all the houses"? You 
{ellows are worse than that other guy who came to see me a few days ago and 
told me that he was from the Communist Party. I said to him: "Dam it! And 
what about your sister? How many houses does she have, and Susie and Mary? 
What about it?" My house cost me blood and sweat. But we Mexicans are such 
rascals that we harm one another. 


[Question] We mention your houses because in Guerrero, specifically in 
Zihuatanejo, it is common knowledge that you have a house there and one in 


Ajusco and... 


|Answer| Well, we have not finished that one. What is more, I have a right 


to own a house in Zihuatanejo, do I not? If poor people have houses, why can- 
not I? | built the house in Ajusco with many sacrifices, my friends. If you 
could have seen my wife loading the wheelbarrow. 

[Question] But the people were practically up in arms over the construction 


ot your house. Did you not take over land? 


[Answer] Who says so? I invite you to go and see whether or not the poeple 
like me. I have helped all of them. That is what the wealthy should do. 
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| brought them gilts and food supplies at Christmas time and the New Year. 
| have become their uncle. What do I mean "uncle," I am the people's grand- 
father. 


[Question] To what is a public official such as yourself exposed, about whom 
they are saying so many things? Let us recall that you were cited as one of 
those taking money. 


[Answer] Taking what? On the life of my children, I will give you a million 
pesos in their presence if you can prove something against me. I should be so 
ignorant and stupid! That is a nasty charge, my friend. Not to mention my 
enemies, of whom I have many. Or is it that you fellows do not have any? No, 
my triends, I am not harming the president. I take care of my affairs but not 
because | am a saint. 


(Durazo next wished to speak about his interests. He said that he likes to 
ride horseback and to walk in the dark: "Although I have neither Saturday or 
Sunday, as I work from 0730 to 2200 hours, being an early bird. I am gradually 
siving up roll call, otherwise I would not even have time for breakfast." 


(He also mentioned the fact that he is Catholic but does not receive Holy Com- 
munion. "The truth is that I am a bit of a backslider, but I am very friendly 
with the priests and get along with everyone, even the communists and social- 
ists. Why do you think there have been no student problems? Because they are 
my friends. The students do not fight with Durazo. I ama cop.") 


[Question] To what do you attribute your popularity? Many people, on any 
pretext, even to avoid "bribes," say that they are friends or buddies of yours. 
We hear Durazo this and "Blackie" that... 


{|Answer| Because I take care of them, because I help them, even with my own 
money. Because the people do not swallow all those stories. Now take a look 
at the people; they come here even when they are fighting. But we make them 
behave, as we did with the 2 October Camp, Pancho de la Cruz’ fellows. Here 
we tell them that we have a cooperative so that they will stop fighting for 
plaques. Now they are going to come here for a hearing and I am going to be a 
witness. When was that ever done? Never! And everyone is happy. Why should 
they not be? Now | am the referee! That is why they like me. 


[Question] Can you give us a descrkption of your successor? 


[Answer] I am leaving and another man will come in. Whoever he is, I will 
help him. IL am not selfish; I never have been. He has to be a man with a reul 
passion for the police department, institutional and, above all, loyal to the 


president. 


[Question] As this 6-year period comes to an end, what do you plan to do? 
Do you have political aspirations? 


[Answer] I have no plans. I am completely lost. Imagine, stopping work after 
30) some years in the police department. To tell the truth, I have not even 
thought about. As for my political spirations, I have never had any and you 
very well know that. 
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[Question] But what if you were offered a position? 


[Answer] If IL am needed by the next president, I will be happy to serve hin. 
Because I am in very good shape and at the age of 59 I can still cut the mus- 
tard. In short, here is one general who is ready to go.

ltext] "During this administration, the police department was separated from 
its basic responsibility: the responsibility of serving the public, and became 
an instrument of repression put in the streets to rob, fill pockets and increase 
even more the already immense fortunes of lieutenants, commanders, majors, 
colonels and even generals... 


"The police officer, the cop, is dying of hunger. He is dying of hunger because 
he even has to take money from his salary to pay to his superiors." 


Oblivious to strange looks and without fear of retaliation--"What the hell! 
Seven times since I began my public service I have been arrested for demanding 
rights for policemen '--but with the conviction of having done his best to 
bring dignity to the police department, which he joined in 1968, Guillermo 
Dominguez, now a former police officer from the Crime Prevention Investigation 
Division (DIPD), repeated his accusation: 


"During this 6-year period, the capital police reached its highest level of 
corruption because there cannot be any more corruption for the simple reason 
that more corruption would not be tolerated." 


He added, "Therefore, I am convinced that I have left a business more than an 
institution. And believe me, one day I shall return to the institution." 
Guillermo Dominguez offered his resignation to the DIPD on 2 June 1982 (PROCESO 
292), in a letter addressed to President Jose Lopez Portillo; city manager, 

Pro! Carlos Hank Gonzalez; Gen Arturo Durazo Moreno; and then PRI [Institutional 
Revolutionary Party] candidate, Miguel de la Madrid. 


Then he asked the question: "How can we hope to have a better police department 
if we have deep-rooted corruption, if a police officer in the crime prevention 
division is forced to steal and an auxiliary policeman has to ask for charity? 
What is most regrettable," he emphasized, “is that there are still police offi- 
cers who affix their fingerprint instead of signing their names." 


With his long experience and the recognition of those who think that it is still 
possible to restore the dignity of the police department, Guillermo Dominguez 
pointed out: "Perhaps the people have not even noticed it but there is now one 


less police officer in the dissident sector of the police department. I felt 
that for once I had to overcome the fear of retaliation. I gave it careful 
thought and now I have to follow it through to the end." 
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The veteran police officer, who joined a police department for the first time 
at the age of 17, said that there is no resentment in his letter of resigna- 
tion, nor does it have anything to do with a sick obsession to bring about 

the total transformation of the police department, because he feels that so 
long as laws are not passed which will guarantee the profession of police offi- 
cer, nothing that is done will provide a stable benefit for the good of 
society. 


"The police officer should be a professional and precedence should be given 
only to the rights belonging to every citizen: his individual rights. But 
low are these rights to be respected if they are not even known?" 


He added: "Therefore, the appointment of the police chief should be done with 
care, because of what is at stake: the peace and security of millions of 
citizens. 


"However, the man who is placed in the directorate of police is not a chief or 
a director, but rather the guardian of lives and property. In this sense, the 
appointment of a civilian as head of the police department has been disastrous; 
and [| sincerely believe that the department was handled better by military men 
than by a civilian. 


"Someone had to say it, because what is happening in the police department is 
montrous. Therefore, a radical change is necessary to put an end to so many 
impositions, with so many aberrent orders which have cost the lives of many 
comrades, as in the cases of Guerrero and Yuriria. The change would put an 
end to so many impositions and specifically to police business." 





He said that for lack of professional training and legal recognition, the police 
ofticer only uses his authority against the weak, never against the powerful 
criminal. "Legal structuring,” he said, "should come from the Chamber of 
Deputies. It is there that they must legislate to create the profession of 
police officer, because it is not enough to establish a new regulation to 
replace the one now in force which, because of obsolescence, is quite contrary 
to security needs. 


"The lack of this legal structuring, which will give substance to the police 
department, has done nothing but hide the proliferation of assignments; this 
has merely brought about the commercialization of positions in which ranks 
cost, posts cost and being a policeman costs. Thus, he added, "the police 
department has been bureaucratized and because of so much manipulation the 
police officer has become a third- or fourth-class citizen from whom they have 
taken away the right to think, to express himself and to expose the security 
problem which he faces daily in the public streets, making him a person with- 
out a will." 


He also feels that in the final analysis of what importance is the amount of 
money they have earned in the police department. "What should be a cause of 
concern,” he emphasized, "is the gradual destruction of an institution without 


anyone doing anything to correct the situation."

Guillermo Dominguez did not hesitate to say that daily all members of the 
department are sent into the streets to steal. "At this very moment, even 
though it is daytime, somebody is being assaulted or extorted not by criminals 
but by the police themselves. There are thousands of men out looking, not for 
criminals but for people ripe for extortion." 


Theretore, he accused: "There is no bigger lie than saving repeatedly that 

Mexico has the best police force in the world...or maybe what they intended 

to say was that it is number one in corruption. It is a fact that they are 

leaving; but what a sorry mess the police department is left in. How are we 
voing to change our image and how long will it take?" 


The veteran investigator still remembers the first time he was arrested for 
miking his views public. "It was in Jalapa. There in the darkness of a cell, 
with one small candle for light, my mind was still filled with thoughts of 
restoring the dignity of the police department. 


"After that, the arrests multiplied, severn or eight more times. On three occa- 
sions | made public appearances with posters right in the town square, always 
accompanied by my wife and children, to request legislation to put an end to 

ill the irregularities inside the police department. I always wound up in a 
cell under arrest. On one occasion, they even accused me of social dissolu-

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Dominguez is a happy person. He dresses modestly, but his immaculately white 
shirt shows worn spots on his collar and cuffs. 





"! |Live in a house which has a roof of sheets of cardboard, with no thatch on 
the yvrounds. There is no water. Pure dust in the Vaso de Texcoco. But it is 
mine. | paid Corett for it many years. In those days, it cost me 3,600 pesos. 
That is the sum of my earthly possessions, in addition to my car and pickup 
truck.” 


He was never assigned an official vehicle. His pickup truck and his car, which 
are his pride and joy, have been practically destroyed by time. But they are 
still running. 


He talked about his "little information sheet" which, over time, became a small 
vanvuard newsheet known by the name of CIVIL GUARD, in which he set down his 
concerns for lack of space in the so-called big newspapers. 


"They sent me packing from all the police headquarters, but the police officers 
always helped me. IL remember on one occasion when I ran into Jorge Obregon 
lima, then commander of the former secret service and now chief of security of 
the National Lottery. He grabbed the ‘little newsheet' 1nd tore it to shreds 
ind threw them at my feet as I ran from his office. That was the least that 
happened to me. On other occasions, I would up in jail just because I was 
advocating giving dignity to the police department, which is the people's first 
line of contact with the government. 


"| put up with everything. I put up with it because that is my profession; it 
is what I love, as much as I love my wife and children." 











However, the saddest part, he added, is that the people no longer believe in 

the police. "How are they going to believe and have faith in that representa- 
tive of the law who most of the time is the very one who is assaulting, fleecing 
and exorting money from them? How are they going to believe, if because of 
influence the police department is filled with unprepared personnel who approach 
a police career as if it were a business? How are they going to believe in the 
police officer who is overruled by his superiors and is not even respected by 
the criminal-sector? 


"There are always criminals who have buddies and agreements with people at top- 
side. In light of this, what can the cop, the police officer, do? If he 
arrests them, they are immediately released on the orders of his superiors." 


For the former police officer, it is the ordinary cops who suffer the attacks of 
the people because they are the ones who show their faces. The chiefs and 


commanders are only concerned about finding a good reson for releasing someone. 


ln spite the gloomy picture he painted, Dominguez feels that the security 


service could be improved by as much as 70 percent just by doing social justice 
to the police ofticer; first, by treating him like a human being; second, by 
climinating the many deductions fro his pay; third, by forcing him to take 


better care of his equipment. 


He also said that the problem with the police department is one of organization, 
institutional organization, that is, not business organization in which two 
traditionally antithetical aspects of the job are present at the same place: 
common crime and crime with a badge, "with the latter proving to be more

EDEN PASTORA CRITICIZES 'COMMUNIST DICTATORSHIP' 
San Pedro Sula LA PRENSA 15 Jul 82 pp 4-5 


| Interview with Commander Eden Pastora by a LA PRENSA correspondent for Agencia 
Latinoamericana (ALA): "The Communist Dictatorshp Has Replaced the Somoza 
Dictatorship"; date and place not given] 


[Text] Central America (ALA)--At the age of seven he experienced his first 
political awakening when his father was murdered by one of Somoza's generals. 

At the age of 18 he went into the Honduran jungle to join the Sandinist Revolu- 
tionary Front, which was fighting along the border against the Somoza govern- 
ment in Nicaragua. At 40 Eden Pastora was taking up the front pages of the 
world's newspapers when he led the takeover of the National Palace in Nicaragua, 
and made famous his battle name of "Commander Zero." 


Today there is no other guerrilla fighter in Latin America who is more contro- 
versial, more admired and feared than Eden Pastora. Some say that this man, 
who calmly faces the guns in guerrilla warfare, cried for the first time in 
his happiness at the enthusiastic acclaim from the Nicaraguan people on the 
day when the nine members of the National Leadership took power. Pastora was 
not one of the nine, but was one of the most respected figures of the revolu- 
tion. 


However, the 44 year old guerrilla (almost 20 years younger than Fidel Castro 
las published]) surprised the world when he resigned his post with the 
Nicaraguan Government because, in his own words, he was "off to follow the 
smell of gunpowder." Soon afterward he travelled to Costa Rica, El Salvador, 
Panama and Cuba, to disappear for a time and to reappear later, announcing that 
he would return to Nicaragua to consolidate the revolution, warning: "No one, 
nobody must interfere. Neither Washington nor Cuba nor Moscow. This is a mat- 
ter for Nicaragua, for the Nicaraguans. Sandino was not a communist." 


At present, after having been expelled from Costa Rica, Pastora is returning 

to the clandestinity in which he has lived for 23 years. Several kilos 
heavier, but with the same energy, ‘Commander Zero" is becoming a legend, which 
is srowing as he continues the struggle for his Sandinist ideals. 

[Question] [ALA] How long have you been fighting?

[Answer] [Eden Pastora] For 23 years. I began in 1957, organizing the 
Nicaraguan Revolutionary Committee in the University of Guadalajara, Mexico, 
where | was studying medicine. Later, at the end of the ‘50s, I went with 
{ive Nicaraguan comrades to Honduras to go into the area of the Nicaraguan 
border: we were a guerrilla movement from '59 to '62 and most of '63, fight- 
ing in the Sandinist Revolutionary Front. It was the first movement to adopt 
the red and black flag of Sandino as a battle flag and Sandinist ideals as its 
ideological position. In 1959 I had my first baptism of fire at Las Trojes, 
when we attacked a National Guard post. 


[Question] After so much dictatorship...how does a guerrilla feel when he has 
devoted his life to the revolution and sees that it has been a failure? 


[Answer] Look, the struggle was not that unsuccessful, because we toppled the 
dictatorship, the frightful cruel tyranny of Somozism. The sad thing about 
this is that as soon as they got in power the new commanders of the revolution 
betrayed Sandinism. They ceased to be Sandinists; or perhaps they never were. 
They took off their masks, and began to carry out a Marxist-Leninist revolution 
ot the Stalinist Soviet type, with a repressive state security system, with a 
police regime. They have confused the people, making them believe that they 
are taking part in national decisions. No! Going to a plaza to shout slogans 
is not taking part in national decisions. Then, I asked myself a question 
about how I telt. I feel the same as everyone in Nicaragua. I feel what all 
the peoples of the world would feel when they feel betrayed; and within that 
mixture of emotions within myself I feel sadness, distress, frustration, anger, 
wrath, and I also teel bitterness. 


[Question] Do you believe that what took place in Nicaragua was the exchange 
of one dictatorship for another dictatorship? 


[Answer] Yes. It went from a dictatorship of the Right to one of the Left. 
From totalitarianism of the Right to totalitarianism of the Left. We 
Sandinists are not in favor of extremes, but of a centrist policy, of a national 
policy which would allow our people the liberty to freely choose those who 
yovern them. Freedom to express themselves, so that the public dialogue would 
lead to party and ideological pluralism, which allows a mixed economy, a kind 

of socialist economy. At present there are no laws in Nicaragua that govern 

the investment of foreign capital, there is no capital. There is no foreign 
capital investment, or investment of national capital. In other words, we are 
bankrupt. 


{Question] And how does a bankrupt country recover? 
[Answer] Look--by working! That is why I told the comrades that we should 


stop playing politics, and that everyone should go to work, that everyone 
should start to produce. Without an economy there is ne revolution. The 


revolution is not made with speeches. You don't give the people food with 
slogans, you don't give a people health care, education and housing with 
political demonstrations. All that can be provided if the people stop play- 


ing politics right now and get down to working and producing; and this is in 
the hands of those who are leading that people, who are the nine commanders 
of the revolution, who unfortunately do not realize this and are politicking. 
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[Question] You are known to the world as "Commander Zero." Tell me, when you 
think about yourself, do you think of "Commander Zero" or of Eden Pastora? 





[Answer! As Eden. IL feel more comfortable when they call me Eden. It gives 
me more confidence, I feel closer to the person, more identification. I feel... 
| don't know...well, I feel better! 


[Question] Why the name of Commander Zero? 


[Answer] Because in the operation at the Palace I had the designation of zero. 
Because we counted from zero, one, two, three, up to the highest number. Zero 
means the person in charge. 


[Question] And why Zero, and not One? 


[Answer] Why do rockets blast off at zero? I say it is semantics. When they 
say tive, four, three, two, one, zero it's time to take off! Just for that 
reason, although they may say that zero has no value, it always does...There is 
no mathematics without zero, and the nine need a Zero. And if they don't take 
it into account it's going to go badly for them, because they can't add, they 
can't subtract, they can't make any mathematical calculation. The nine numbers 
can do nothing without the zero. 


[Question] And if they had named you the tenth commander of the National 
Leadership, what would have happened? 


[Answer] I believe the same thing would have happened. They would not have 
listened to me, they would have always accused me of having a low level of 
ideology, they would have accused me of immaturity, of lacking class conscious- 
ness. And | would have had to leave in the same way to struggle against what I 
believe to be an error. 


[Question] When did you come to notice the pro-Soviet direction which Ortega 
was taking? 


{Answer| Soon after the victory...Before that we were working very closely, 
that way, calling each other "tu". Afterward he began to call me "usted," 
formally, dressed in a uniform, as a commander of the revolution. I saw him 
come down from a nonaligned position when we went to the summit of the non- 
aligned countries in Havana, and I saw him let himself be won over by other 
tendencies, and | began to realize that we were increasingly in danger of be- 
ing betrayed. When I began to fight back and to explain how I saw things, 
they were isolating me, they were pushing me aside, until I chose to go away, 
to find out how to situate myself within internationalism. 


[Question] Now, tell me about your relations with Qadhdhafi. 


[Answer] | simply went, as just another revolutionary, to ask him for a plan 
of logistical assistance for our Guatemalan brothers. And he approved 5 mil- 
lion dollars for me, but the Directorate was opposed to our taking it, and 
told the Guatemalan liberation movements that this would give me economic, 
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political and military power, and that I would overshadow the Guatemalan 
leaders, and a lot of foolish statements; and this impressed the Guatemalans, 
which made them not accept the 5 millions in aid. 


[Question] When Qadhdhafi offered you the money, did he impose any conditions 


On you? 
[Answer] Well, he offered it to me, he gave it to me without any conditions. 


[Question] Let's talk about your trips to Cuba, about the last time you were 
there. 


|Answer| I went several times. The last time was 4 months ago. I wanted to 
work with the Guatemalans, because I wanted to give the Guatemalan people my 
efforts, my experience, my blood, my life if necessary! But the National 
Directorate took a dim view of this, and began to interfere. When I began 
working with the four revolutionary organizations they had already spoken to 
them earlier, and they had told them that I was trying to use them, going to 
Guatemala to make a name for myself, to get more prestige, and to return to 
Nicaragua to demand my share of the power. Nothing could be more insulting, 
stupid and wicked than this. In Nicaragua I had all the prestige, fame, popu- 
larity and affection of that people that I needed to claim any share of power 
that | might want. In this way they began to harass me, to insult me, to 
attack me politically. I talked to the Guatemalans, and I finally came to an 
understanding with the Revolutionary Organization of the People in Arms (ORPA), 
and | believe that it is the most mature, centralized and prgamatic revolution- 
ary yguerrilla organization, and the one that knows the most about the realities 
of the Central American peoples. Then I started to work with them, but the 





Nat ional Directorate told the Government of Cuba to detain me, and they detained 
me there these 4 months. Of course, I moved around on the beaches, I went to 
the night clubs, I had good meals, good wines, I had--as I told you--a Mercedes 
Benz. They treated me correctly, I lived in a large house, and until the 
Panamanian Staff sent the son of Torrijos, Martin Torrijos, they didn't let me 
leave. The Panamanian Staff was already putting pressure on them, they were 


already making a lot of comments that the Panamanian military had handed me 
over to Castro, it was already being said abroad that I was being held prisoner 
in Cuba, and that could be costly politically to the Cuban revolutionary 
vsovernment. They had to let me go when Martin, the son of the general, arrived. 


[Question] What was Castro's attitude..his personal attitude? 

|Answer| Look, you've got to understand that I have a very good opinion of 
Fidel. For example, the tanks, those T-55s for Nicaragua...Fidel was not in 
favor of taking them. Fidel was not in favor of imposing rationing in 
Nicaragua, and the commanders of the revolution are, stuvidly, doing it. There 
are many things in the Cuban experience; Fidel said: "Don't make the mistake 
that we made in imposing ration cards. It's better to let several thousands 
die of hunger. Don't make that mistake."’ And the minister of domestic com- 
merce goes with the cards, and goes with the cards. Until they imposed ration- 


ing! And they're giving out one for sugar, and one for oil, and one for tooth- 
paste. And they're going on "screwing up" everything!--in spite of Fidel's 


advice and experience. "Don't take those tanks, it has a political price..." 











(here was a time when it seemed to me that Fidel was boycotting the arrival of 
the tanks. Then, Humberto (Ortega) dashes off to Havana to demand them from 
him. | suppose that Fidel must have said: "Well, damn it, go and screw your- 
selves up, then! Put in the tanks, you'll see what political price you'll pay 
for that." 


[Question] How do you view Fidel's present contacts with Nicaragua? Are they 
more with the Directorate or with you? 


[Answer | Ah! The chain definitely breaks in the place where it is weakest. 
When it comes to choosing between contacts with a state and contacts with an 
individual or with a person, generally it goes in favor of the state. Now... 
history will tell. Up until now I have not found out what Fidel may have said. 
Fidel knows that | am telling the truth, that I am right, that this is a prob- 
lem for Sandinist revolutionaries, for the Sandinst family, and Fidel knows 
that the best thing to do in this matter is not to interfere. And let no one 
interfere who is not a Nicaraguan Sandinist revolutionary. Because this is a 
problem for Nicaraguans. Moscow or Washington must not interfere. The Cubans 
must not interfere, or anyone else. This is for us Nicaraguans, and the time 
is soing to come when I am going to ask Fidel publicly to take away the Cuban 
military advisors from Nicaragua. I don't want to fight against Cubans in 
Nicarayua, 


[Question] And in that struggle..do you expect aid? 

|Answer|] I am thinking of asking for it through honest people, revolutionary 
people who understand the problems of Nicaragua and would give it assistance. 
As ot now | have only the support of the whole people. 


(QOuestion] As for receiving that assistance that you need, would you accept 
it trom Cuba, from the Soviet Union, from the Ayatollah, from Qadhdhaf i? 


[Answer] From wherever it may come! Always providing that it comes without 
any conditions, with respect for the dignity of the people, with respect for 
the dignity of the person... 


[Question] Do you need it? 


[Answer] I need it, and | need it a lot! In order to salvage our popular 
Sandinist revolution, in order to save that suffering and noble people, who 
well deserve to live in freedom, peace and tranquillity, from a slaughter. 
Only thus, bringing peace to Nicaragua with real democratization, with a real 
rovernment of Nicaraguans, by Nicaraguans, and for Nicaraguans, can we bring 
peace to the Central American region. Peace in Central America has to come 
about by means of the democratization of Nicaragua. 


[Question] The National Leadership is accusing you of having links with the 
Somozists and the CIA. 











[Answer] Well, that is just another piece of slander. Look, I have fought 

for 23 years against the Somozists, who murdered my father. That I'm a CIA 
avent? That is already an exaggerated, worn-out issue. Just as Somoza went 

on and on about communism, they go on and on about the CIA, and everyone who 

is against them is a CIA agent, an agent of imperialism, has sold out to imperi- 
alism. Just as when we were attacking Somoza, everyone who attacked Somoza was 
on the payroll of Moscow, was an international agitator, was a communist...And 
no one pays any attention to that! 


[Question] If you return to Nicaragua, what will happen to the people of the 
National Directorate? 


[Answer] Well, they can stay there in freedom and take part in politics, be- 
cause they are going to have the same rights as the other parties. 


[Question] How much time will you take to return to Nicaragua? 


[Answer] That depends. That is going to go according to the development of 
the laws of politics over the course of time. Perhaps today I can venture an 
opinion that within a year, and within 3 months perhaps, I may say, "It will 
"Or it could be that within a year I may say to you, "Look, 


be in 3 months. 
['m going to take another 2 years... 


(Question] Will you be returning to the mountains? 


[Answer] If it is necessary I will return to the mountains, or I will stay on 
the plains, or in the countryside... 


[Question] Haven't you ever gotten tired of fighting? 


{Answer| Never! A free country, or death: that is our battle cry. That is 
one of the greatest things that Sandino left us in his historical legacy. That 
war cry: A free country! We Nicaraguans, Sandinists, revolutionaries, we 
carry it ver; deep, very deep in our hearts. 

|Question] When a people has seen its hopes frustrated twice, don't you be- 
lieve that they get tired of the struggle? 


[Answer] No one gets tired of wanting to be free. And the people who want to 
be tree struggle, fight, until they obtain liberty or die on their feet, like 


the trees, with dignity... 


[Question] A small country always needs an ally. When someone offers themself 
as an ally, doesn't there often exist a self-interest on the part of that ally? 


[Answer] When our allies are our brothers, like Costa Rica, Panama, Venezuela, 


Mexico, Cuba itself, the countries of the Andean Pact...When our allies are our 
Latin brothers like us, who feel the same, who think the same, along with a 
large part of the world of Europe and Asia, there is no other interest than 
that otf developing the Third World. Our allies must be Third Worlders, which 


locates us between the two great power blocs, aside from the fact that we ought 
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to have better relations with the United States. Since they understand each 
other very well, and they divide up the world, and talk about their neutron 
bombs and their atomic bombs, and they both have a red telephone, a red line 

at the head of the bed...Why aren't we going to start a fight with one of them? 
If they behave well, and divide up the world...Isn't it true that it is stupid 
to take part in this East-West war, where there are two titans..? Why? Why 
should | get mangled and take on one of them like an idiot? 


[Question] When you think about guerrillas warfare, what do you remember? 


[Answer] Many things. It is difficult to think about guerrilla warfare, about 
the armed struggle. I think about comrades who are no longer with us, who 

died. | think about the sacrifice of the family, about the physical exhaustion 
and the hunger, the hardships, how we would sleep on the ground and in hammocks. 


[Question] Don't you believe that most revolutionaries get accustomed later to 
war? 


[Answer] Perhaps yes...It is difficult to put together the man and the rifle, 
but it is more difficult, once they are together, to separate them. That is 
one of the problems. 


[Question] Do you feel something special toward your rifle? 


[Answer] I'm atraid of the riftle...I don't like it. I know what the rifle 
stands tor. It means death, terror, fright, weeping. When I take up the 
ritle is when I'm going to kill. I don't like weapons. I take them up by 
necessity. I don't like war...Faces get serious, people cry a lot, it means 
much sutfering. 


[Question] You, who lead a life dedicated to fighting a dictatorship, don't 
you believe that dictatorships like those of Somoza, Duvalier, Batista, pro- 
vide a tertile field for Marxism? 


[Answer] They definitely are the best propagandists for Marxism-Leninism to 
the extent that they violate the moral sense of the people, to the extent that 
they oppress and exploit and condemn the peoples to poverty...And remember, 
that [ am not afraid of Marxism. Marxism has many good features. What worries 
me is totalitarianism. Marxism is a science, a philosophy, which teaches you 
to do justice, but in accordance with the social and political conditions of 
each country. The “screw-up'' comes when you apply this philosophy in the 
Soviet style, and in accordance with the social, political and economic laws of 
the Soviet Union. Then you transpose solutions, and you bring in the philoso 
phy and the doctrine. You get screwed! That is what is happening in 
Nicaragua. And |'m not afraid of Marxism, although I'm not a Marxist. And I 
tell you that IT am not a Marxist, not because I have a complex about it, but 
because [ have never studied it.

CONSUME CO-OP DIFFICULTIES--THE FEDERATION of Consumer Co-operative Societies 
limited is on the brink of closing down. And in a final attempt to prevent 
this, the board of the organisation has gone to Government seeking a $5 million 
loan. However, sources close to the Federation, the umbrella body for 17 con- 
sumer co-operative societies throughout Trinidad and Tobago, are not optimistic 
about a successful rescue act from Government. The situation is so precarious 
according to the sources, that when the "limited stocks" at the Federation's 
Laventille warehouse are exhausted,"that"'s it." It was explained: ''The Fed- 
eration is broke...there is no money in the bank. In fact the Federation has 

a bank overdraft of more than $2 million and other creditors are daily threat-
